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LABOR’S PROTEST TO 


CONGRESS 





E, THE official representatives 
of the national and international 
trade and labor unions and or- 
ganization of farmers, in na- 
tional conference assembled, in 

the District of Columbia, for the purpose 
of considering and taking action deemed 
necessary to meet the situation in which the 
working people of our country are placed 
by recent decisions of the courts, now appear 
before Congress to voice the earnest and 
emphatic protest of the workers of the 
country against the indifference, if not ac- 
tual hostility, which Congress has shown 
toward the reasonable and righteous meas- 
ures proposed by the workers for the safe- 
guarding of their rights and interests. 

In the name of Labor we now urge upon 
Cougress the necessity for immediate action 
for relief from the most grave and momen- 
tou. situation which has ever confronted 
the working people of this country. This 
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crisis has been brought about by the appli- 
cation by the Supreme Court of the United 
States of the Sherman anti-trust law to 
the workers both organized and in their 
individual capacity. 

Labor and the people generally look 
askance at the invasion of the court upon 
the prerogatives of the law-making and 
executive departments of our government. 

The workers feel that Congress itself 
must share our chagrin and sense of in- 
justice when the courts exhibit an utter 
disregard for the real intent and purpose of 
laws enacted to safeguard and protect the 
workers in the exercise of their normal 
activities. There is something ominous in 
the ironic manner in which the courts guar- 
antee to workers: 

The ‘‘right’’ to be maimed and killed 
without liability to the employer. 

The ‘‘ right’’ to be discharged for belong- 
ing to a union. 
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The ‘‘right’’ to work as many hours as 
employers please and under any conditions 
which they may impose. 

Labor is justly indignant at the bestowal 
or guaranteeing of these worthless and 
academic ‘‘ rights’’ by the courts, whichin 
the same breath deny and forbid to the 
workers the practical and necessary pro- 
tection of laws which define and safeguard 
their rights and liberties, and the exercise 
of them individually or in association. 

The most recent perversion of the intent 
of a law by the judiciary has been the Su- 
preme Court decision in the Hatters’ case, 
by which the Sherman anti-trust law has 
been made to apply to labor, although it 
was an accepted fact that Congress did not 
intend the law to so apply and might even 
have specifically exempted labor but for 
the fear that the Supreme Court might 
construe such an affirmative provision to be 
unconstitutional. 

The workers earnestly urge Congress to 
co-operate with them in the upbuilding 
and educating of a public sentiment which 
will confine the judiciary to its proper func- 
tion—which is certainly not that of placing 
a construction upon a law the opposite 
of the plain intent of Congress, thus render- 
ing worthless even the very moderate ef- 
forts which Congress has so far put forth 
to define the status of the mcst important, 
numerous and patriotic of our people, the 
wage-workers, the producers of all wealth. 

We contend that equity power and juris- 
diction, discretionary government by the 
judiciary for well-defined purposes and 
within specific limitations, granted to the 
courts by the constitution, has been so 
extended that it is invading the field of 
government by lawand endangering indi- 
vidual liberty. 

As government by equity, personal gov- 
ernment, advances, republican govern- 
ment, government by law, recedes. 

We favor enactment of laws which shall 
restrict the jurisdiction of courts of equity 
to property and property rights, and shall 
so define property and property rights, 
that neither directly nor indirectly shall 
there be held to be any property or prop- 
erty rights in the labor or labor power of 
any person or persons. 

The feeling of restless apprehension with 
which the workers view the apathy of 
Congress, is accentuated by recent deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court. 
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By the wrongful application of the in- 
junction by the lower courts the workers 
have been forbidden the right of free press 
and free speech and the Supreme Court in 
the Hatters’ case, while not directly pro- 
hibiting the exercise of these rights, yet so 
applies the Sherman law to labor that acts 
involving the use of free press and free 
speech, and hitherto assumed to be lawful, 
now become evidence upon which triple 
damages may be collected and fine and im- 
prisonment added as a part of the penalty. 

Indeed, the decision goes so far as to hold 
the agreements of unions with employers, 
to maintain industrial peace, to be ‘‘con- 
spiracies’’ and the evidence of unlawful 
combinations in restraint of trade and 
commerce; thus effectually throttling labor 
by penalizing as criminal, the exercise of 
its normal, peaceful, rights, and activities. 
The fact that these acts are in reality 
making for the uplift and the betterment 
of civilization, as a whole, does not seem 
to be understood or appreciated by the 
courts. The workers hope for a broader 
and more intelligent appreciation from 
Congress. 

It is not necessary here to enter into a 
detailed review of this decision. 

The workers ask from Congress the relief 
which it alone can give from the injustice 
which will surely result from the literal 
enforcement of the Sherman anti-trust law 
as interpreted by this decision. The speedy 
enactment of labor’s proposed amendment 
to the Sherman anti-trust law will do much 
to restore the rights of which the toilers 
have been shorn. 

We submit for consideration, and trust 
the same will be enacted, two provisions 
amendatory of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
which originally were a part of the bill 
during the stages of its consideration by 
the Senate and before its final passage, and 
which are substantially as follows: 

“That nothing in said act (Sherman 
anti-trust law) or in this act is intended 
nor shall any provision thereof hereafter 
be enforced so as to apply to organizations 
or associations not for profit and without 
capital stock, zor to the members of such 
organizations or associations.’’ 

“That nothing in said act (Sherman 
anti-trust law) orin this act is intended 
nor shall any provision thereof hereafter 
be enforced so as to apply to any arrange- 
ments, agreements, or combinations among 
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persons engaged in agriculture or horticul- 
ture made with a view of enhancing the 
price of their own agricultural or horticul- 
tural products.’’ 

It is clearly an unwarranted assumption 
on the part of the courts or others to place 
the voluntary associations of the workers 
in the same category as trusts and corpora- 
tions owning stock and organized for profit. 

On the one hand, we have the trusts and 
corporations dealing with purely material 
things and mostly with the inanimate 
products of labor. On the other hand, 
there are the workers whose labor power is 
part of their very lives and beings, and 
which can not be differentiated from their 
ownership in and of themselves. 

The effort to categorically place the 
workers in the same position as those who 
deal in the products of labor of others is 
the failure to discern between things and 
man. 

It is often flippantly averred that labor 
is a commodity, but modern civilization 
has clearly and sharply drawn the line be- 
tween a bushel of coal, a side of pork and 
the soul of a human, breathing, living 
man. 

The enactment of the legislation which 
we ask will tend to so define and safeguard 
the rights of the workers of today and 
those who will come after them, that they 
may hope to continue to enjoy the bless- 
ings of a free country as intended by the 
founders of our government. 

In the relief asked for in the proposed 
amendment to the Sherman anti-trust law 
which we present to Congress, labor asks 
for no special privileges and no exemption 
from the treatment which any law-abiding 
citizen might hope to receive in a free 
country. 

Indeed, the present Parliament of Great 
sritain at its session in December, 1906, 
enacted into law what is known as the 
Trades Dispute act. It is brief and we 
therefore quote its provisions in full: 

‘1, It shall be lawful for any person or 
persons acting either on their own behalf 
or on behalf of a trade-union or other asso- 
‘iation of individuals, registered or un- 
registered, in contemplation of or during 
‘he continuance of any trade dispute, to 
attend for any of the following purposes at 
or near a house or place where a person 
esides or works, or carries on his business, 
or happens to be (1) for the purpose of 


peacefully obtaining or communicating in- 
formation; (2) for the purpose of peace- 
fully persuading any person to work or 
abstain from working. . 

‘*2. An agreement or combination by 
two or more persons to do or procure to be 
done any act in contemplation or further- 
ance of a trade dispute shall not be ground 
for an action, if such act when committed 
by one person would not be ground for an 
action. 

‘*3. An action shall not be brought 
against a trade union or other association 
aforesaid for the recovery of damage sus- 
tained by any person or persons by reason 
of the action of a member or members of 
such trade union or other association afore- 
said.’’ 

We submit that if such relief from the 
onerous conditions brought about by the 
Taff-Vale decision of the highest court of 
Great Britain can be enacted by a mon- 
archical government, there ought to be no 
hesitancy in conceding it in our own re- 
public. 

The unions of labor aim to improve the 
standard of life; to uproot ignorance and 
foster education; to instil character, man- 
hood, and an independent spirit among our 
people; to bring about a recognition of the 
interdependence of man upon his fellow- 
man. We aim to establish a normal work- 
day; to take the children from the factory 
and workshop and give them the oppor- 
tunity of the schools, the home, and the 
playground. In a word, our unions strive 
to lighten toil, educate their members, make 
their homes more cheerful, and in every 
way contribute an earnest effort toward 
making life the better worth living. To 
achieve these praiseworthy ends, we believe 
that all honorable and lawful] means are 
justifiable and commendable, and should 
receive the sympathetic support of every 
right-thinking American. 

Labor asks only for justice. It asks 
that it be not victimized and penalized un- 
der laws never intended to apply to it. 

We hope for a prompt recognition on the 
part of Congress of the wage-workers’ very 
reasonable and moderate insistence in this 
important matter. 

In addition, the other most important 
measures which labor urges are: 

The bill to regulate and limit the issu- 
ance of injunctions—‘‘Pearre bill.’’ 

Employers’ liability bill. 
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The bill extending the application of the 
eight hour law to all government employes, 
and those employed upon work for the 
government, whether by contractors or sub- 
contractors. 

There are other measures pending which 
we regard as important, but we feel espe- 
cially justified in urging the passage of 
those mentioned, because they have been 
before Congress for several sessions, and 
upon which extended hearings have been 
had before committees, every interest con- 
cerned having had ample opportunity to 
present arguments, and there is no good 
reason why action should longer be deferred 
by Congress. 

Wecome to Congress hoping for a prompt 
and adequate remedy for the grievances of 
which we justly complain. The psycho- 
logical moment has arrived for a total 
change of governmental policy toward the 
workers; to permit it to pass may be to in- 
vite disaster even to our national life. 

In this frank statement of its grievances 
the attitude of labor should not be misin- 
terpreted, nor should it be held as wanting 
in respect for our highest law-making body. 

That the workers, while smarting under 
a most keen sense of injustice and neglect, 
turn first to Congress for a remedy, shows 
how greatly they still trust in the power 
and willingness of this branch of the gov- 
ernment to restore, safeguard, and protect 
their rights. 

Labor proposes to aid in this work by 
exercising its utmost political and industrial 
activity, its moral and social influence, in 
order that the interests of the masses may 
be represented in Congress by those who 
are pledged to do justice to labor and to all 
our people, not to promote the special in- 
terests of those who would injure the whole 
body politic by crippling and enslaving the 
toilers. 

Labor is most hopeful that Congress will 
appreciate the gravity of the situation 
which we have endeavored to present. The 
workers trust that Congress will shake off 
the apathy which has heretofore charac- 
terized it on this subject, and perform a 
beneficent social service for the whole peo- 
ple by enacting such legislation as will re- 
store confidence among the workers that 
their needs as law-abiding citizens will be 
heeded. 

Only by such action will a crisis be 
averted. There must be something more 
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substantial than fair promises. The presen 
feeling of wide-spread apprehension among 
the workers of our country becomes more 
acute every day. The desire for decisive 
action becomes more intense. 

While it is true that there is no lega! 
appeal from a Supreme Court decision, yet 
we believe Congress can and should enact 
such further legislation as will more clear] 
define the rights and liberties of the work- 
ers. 

Should labor’s petition for the righting 
of the wrongs which have been imposed 
upon it and the remedying of injustice 
done to it, pass unheeded by Congress and 
those who administer the affairs of our 
government—then upon those who have 
failed to do their duty, and not upon the 
workers will rest the responsibility. 

The labor union is a natural, rational, 
and inevitable outgrowth of our modern 
industrial conditions. To outlaw the union 
in the exercise of its normal activities for 
the protection and advancement of labor 
and the advancement of society in general, 
is todo a tremendous injury to all people. 

The repression of right and natural ac- 
tivities is bound to finally break forth in 
violent form of protest, especially among 
the more ignorant of the people, who will 
feel great bitterness if denied’ the consider- 
ation they have aright toexpect at the 
hands of Congress. 

As the authorized representatives of the 
organized wage-earners of our country, we 
present to youin the most conservative and 
earnest manner this protest against the 
wrongs which they have to endure and 
some of the rights and relief to which they 
are justly entitled. There is not a wrong 
for which we seek redress, or a right to 
which we aspire which does not or will rot 
be equally shared by all the workers—by 
all the people. 

While no member of Congress or party 
can evade or avoid his or their own indi- 
vidual or party share of responsibility, we 
aver that the party in power must and will 
by labor and its sympathizers be held 
primarily responsible for the failure to give 
the prompt, full and effective Congres- 
sional relief we know to be within its 
power. 

We come to you not as political partis- 
ans, whether Republican, Democratic or 
other, but as representatives of the wage- 
workers of our country whose rights, 
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interests and welfare have been jeopardized 
and flagrantly, woefully disregarded and 
neglected. We come to you because you 
are responsible for legislation, or the fail- 
ure of legislation. If these, or new

we shall press home upon its representa- 
tives our demands and hold-thein responsi- 
ble, equally as we now must hold you.

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ADDRESS TO WORKERS. 


ISSUED BY LABOR’S CONFERENCE OF PROTEST. 


To Organized Labor and Farmers’ 
Associations, Greeting: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March £8, 1908. 

The ‘‘ Protest Conference’’ of the repre- 
sentatives of the workers of our country 
assembled in Washington, D. C., on March 
18, 1908, will probably go down in history 
as the greatest gathering ever held to sol- 
emnly voice the protest of the people 
against the denial of the rights of the 
workers by the judiciary. This conference 
will be memorable also for the declaration 
and action looking toward the upholding 
and defending of the rights of all our 
people. 

There were gathered in this conference 
the responsible executive officers of 118 
national and international trade unions; 
assembled with them in hearty agreement 
were representatives of the Farmer’s 
American Society of Equity and also offi- 
cers of railway brotherhoods. No more 
representative and responsible gathering 
of the men of labor, we believe, was ever 
brought together in the effort to voice the 
just protest and laudable aspirations of the 
workers of our country. 

The deliberations of our conference, 
which occupied two full days, were pre- 
ceded by a two days’ session of the Execu- 
tive Council of the American Federation of 
Labor. The proceedings were marked by 
the utmost harmony. There was indeed the 


intensity of feeling which so grave a situ- 


ation must evoke, there was also an un- 
bounded enthusiasm, a grim earnestness 
of purpose, and a firm determination that 
the work initiated by this conference should 
not cease until the wrongs from which the 
workers suffer shall be righted and their lib- 
erties which have been imperilled, shall be 
restored and forever safeguarded. 

Our consideration of the circumstances 
which made this conference imperative, 
was characterized by the utmost freedom 
of expression. It was felt that in the con- 
sensus of opinion and feeling brought forth 
by the representatives of, so many trades 


and callings from all seciions of the country, 
there could not fail to be much that would 
be helpful in guiding our deliberations and 
of service to our fellow-workers. It is our 
hope that every worker and every friend of 
the workers will realize and feel as we do 
the seriousness of the crisis which we now 
face and that all will be animated by the 
earnestness, the loyalty, and enthusiasm 
which was so marked among the represen- 
tatives assembled. 

While the Supreme Court or other institu- 
tions may be able to temporarily retard 
and seriously embarrass the growth and 
action of our movement we boldly assert 
that no power on earth can destroy, suc- 
cessfully outlaw or disrupt the trade union 
movement. 

Meetings had been held in various parts 
of the country and resolutions adopted and 
forwarded to American Federation of 
Labor headquarters urging prompt and 
vigorous action. The suggestions sub- 
mitted were various in detail, but all char- 
acterized by the earnest desire that labor 
should take steps at once to exercise its 
fullest activities in every possible direction 
in order that relief may be obtained from 
the present intolerable situation. 

In this conference we, your representa- 
tives, realized the serious responsibility 
resting upon us not only to voice ade- 
quately the feeling of outraged indig- 
nation on the part of the workers at the 
deprivation of their rights and liberties in- 
volved in the law as interpreted by recent 
court decision, but the even more impor- 
tant task of initiating and aiding in carry- 
ing toward a successful fulfilment the 
constructive and active work which shall 
deliver the workers from the present and 
impending danger and ensure them the 
restoration of their rights and liberties and 
secure enjoyment in the future of the in- 
alienable. rights guaranteed by our con- 
stitution. 

A large part of our deliberations were 
naturally devoted to a discussion of the 
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Supreme Court’s action in applying the 
Sherman anti-trust law to labor. 

All agreed upon the necessity of immedi- 
ate Congressional action if the serious con- 
sequences and threatened dangers to labor 
and the wealth producers of our country 
are to be averted. 

The following amendment to the Sher- 
man anti-trust law had already been drawn 
up and agreed upon by the Executive 
Council, acting with the legal advisers of 
the American Federation of Labor. This 
is designed to relieve labor from the harm- 
ful operation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law which was never intended to apply 
to it. 

‘That nothing in said act (Sherman 
anti-trust law) or in this act is intended 
nor shall any provision thereof hereafter 
be enforced so as to apply to organizations 
or associations not for profit and without 
capital stock, zor to the members of such 
organizations or associations.’’ 

‘‘That nothing in said act (Sherman 
anti-trust law) or in this act is intended 
nor shall any provision thereof hereafter 
be enforced so as to apply to any arrange- 
ments, agreements, or combinations among 
persons engaged in agriculture or horticul- 
ture made with a view of enhancing the 
price of their own agricultural or horticul- 
tural products.’’ 

This amendment was carefully consid- 
ered in conference and met with enthusi- 
astic, hearty, and unanimous approval. 

It was the unanimous feeling that some 
special steps should be taken to impress 
upon Congressthenecessity of prompt action 
upon the Sherman anti-trust law amend- 
ment and upon other important labor legis- 
lation now pending, namely: 

The bill to regulate and limit the issuance 
of injunctions—‘‘Pearre bill.’’ 

Employers’ liability bill. 

The bill extending the application of the 
eight hour law to all government employes, 
and those employed upon work for the 
government, whether by contractors or sub- 
contractors. 

Your representatives prepared the pro- 
test which you will find accompanying this, 
and delivered the same to Speaker Cannon, 
of the House, and vice-president Fairbanks, 
President of the Senate. 

Asto the effect of our solemn protest 
representing the desires and needs of our 
fellow-workers and their friends we can 
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not at this time state, but we believe that 
Congress appreciates the gravity of tle 
situation. In our protest we endeavor d 
while preserving a courteous and dignificd 
form of address to make it entirely clear to 
Congress that organized labor is in no mocd 
to be trifled with. It means business. We 
truly believe that in this protest we stated 
very conservatively to Congress the intense 
feeling of anxiety and apprehension which 
agitates the workers of the country and 
their sympathizers. 

Without doubt the presentation of 
labor’s protest by our accredited repre- 
sentatives did much to convince the coun- 
try at large that labor expects of Congress 
the relief which is within the power of the 
law-making department of government 
and expects it from this session of the 
present Congress. 

The Supreme Court decision applying 
the Sherman law to labor makes the crisis 
an especially grave one, for under that de- 
cision every normal, peaceful, and helpful 
activity of the workers whether exercised 
individually or in association may be con- 
strued as a ‘‘conspiracy’’ or a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade and commerce 
and punished by fine and imprisonment or 
both and damages may be inflicted to the 
extent of each individual’s possessions. 

Every legitimate pressure must now be 
brought to bear upon Congress in the 
effort to secure the passage of our amend- 
ment to the Sherman law. 

Hold mass meetings in every city and 
town in the United States on the evening 
of the third Sunday or Monday in April 
(19th or 20th,) and at that meeting voice 
fully and unmistakably labor’s protest 
against the Supreme Court decision which 
strips labor of the rights and liberties 
which we had supposed were guaranteed 
by the constitution. Resolutions should be 
adopted urging upon the present Congress 
the passage of the amendment to the 
Sherman law and warning Congress that 
it will be held responsible for failure to 
enact such legislation. 

Labor should spare no activity to im- 
press upon Congress its insistent demand 
for the passage of this amendment. 

In addition to the holding of the mas: 
meeting of April 19 or 20, and on such other 
dates as may be fixed in future and the for- 
warding of resolutions expressing labor's 
protest and determination EVERY MEMBER

ADDRESS TO 


OF ORGANIZED LABOR should write a per- 
sonal letter to the Congressman of his dis- 
trict and to the two United States Senators 
of his state insisting that they use their 
efforts and cast their vote for the passage 
of our amendment to the Sherman law and 
other legislation mentioned in labor’s protest 
and warning them that labor and its friends 
will hold them responsible. That labor 
proposes to be represented in Congress by 
men who will do justice to the workers and 
all the people—that it proposes to exercise 
every political and industrial activity to 
this end—that upon the record of this Con- 
gress will be based the workers’ decision 
as to a candidate’s future desirability as a 
member of Congress. 

Get every friend of labor to write a _ per- 
sonal letter of this character. Let it be 
brief, but to the point and keep a rec- 
ord of the resolutions and letters forwarded. 

We hope most earnestly for the passage 
of the measures we have urged but should 
Congress fail to do its duty, we will by fol- 
lowing this method be able to place the 
responsibility upon those who have failed 
to do justice to labor when it lay within 
their power. 

We deem it essential for the successful 
accomplishment of the plan set forth in the 
foregoing that local unions. city, central, 
and state federations follow closely the line 
of action outlined by this conference and 
such further plans as may be promulgated 
by the Executive Council or by future con- 
ferences, sothat our strength and influence 
shall not be frittered away by different lines 
of action. 

We have appealed to Congress for the 
necessary relief we deem essential to safe- 
guard the interests and rights of the toilers. 

We now call upon the workers of our 
common country to 

Stand faithfully by our friends, 

Oppose and defeat our enemies, whether 
they be 

Candidates for President, 

For Congress, or other offices, whether 

Executive, legislative or judicial. 

Each candidate should be questioned and 
pledged as to his attitude upon all subjects 
of importance to the toilers, whether in 
iactory, farm, field, shop, or mine. 
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We again renew and hereby declare our 
complete and abiding faith in the trade 
union movement to successfully accomplish 
the amelioration of economic conditions be- 
fitting all of our people. The historical 
past of our movement, its splendid achieve- 
ments in labor’s behalf, and magnificent 
present standing, warrants the assertion 
and justifies our prediction for its future 
success. 

We, the representatives of the national 
and international trade unions and farmers’ 
organizations, represented in this confer- 
ence, call upon the Executive Council and 
upon all labor to use every possibie, legiti- 
mate effort to secure for the workers their 
inalienable liberties and their proper recog- 
nition as a vital portion of the fabric of our 
civilization. We pledge ourselves to use 
every lawful and honorable effort to carry 
out the policy agreed upon at this confer- 
ence. We pledge our industrial, political, 
financial, and moral support to our own 
members and to our friends wherever found, 
not only for the present time, but for the 
continuous effort which may be necessary 
forsuccess We pledge ourselves to carry 
on this work until every industrial and 
political activity of the workers is guaran- 
teed its permanent place and usefulness in 
the progress of our country. 

Let labor not falter for one instant, the 
most grave and momentous crisis ever 
faced by the wage-workers of our coun- 
try is now upon us. 

Our industrial rights have been shorn 
from us and our liberties are threatened. 

It rests with each of us to make the 
most earnest, impressive and law-abiding 
effort that lays within our power to re- 
store these liberties and safeguard our 
rights for the future if we are to save 
the workers and mayhap even the nation 
itself from threatened disaster. 

This is not a time for idle fear. 

Let every man be up and _ doing. 
Action consistent, action persistent, ac- 
tion insistent is the watchword.

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| ABOR’S CONFERENCE OF PROTEST. 


In a letter addressed to the members of 
the Executive Council on March 3d, Presi- 
dent Gompers said: 

‘*TIn connection with the subject-matter 
(amendment to Sherman law) dealt with in 
my letter to the Executive Council bearing 
this date, I beg tocall your attention to the 
fact that I am in receipt of quite a number 
of communications and resolutions adopted 
by various organized bodies affiliated to 
the American Federation of Labor, in some 
form or other, expressing themselves that a 
definite course be pursued by our Federa- 
tion relative to the new conditions which 
have arisen resulting from the decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court. It is, of 
course, known to you as well as myself, the 
unsettled state of mind which these de- 
cisions have created among a large number 
of our fellow-workers throughout the 


country as well as of those most active in 


the ranks of our movement. 

A number of central bodies have under 
- consideration resolutions declaratory in 
_ some form or another of a movement wholly 
independent and divergent, while others 
have taken action declaring that the Ex- 
ecutive Council shall call a mass convention 
to take action for the creation of an inde- 
pendent political party, and in the event 
this is not done by a specific time, that they 
themselves will inaugurate such a move- 
ment. Others have shown their intelli- 
gence and devotion to the cause of labor by 
expressing themselves as willing to fall in 
line with the course laid down by the 
Executive Council. 

All of these matters were considered by 
the resident members of the Executive 
Council at a conference held today, and the 
opinion prevailed that a meeting of the 
Executive Council should be held at the 
earliest possible date under the authority 
of section 4 of article 6 of the constitution 
of the American Federation of Labor, and 
that the executive officers of the inter- 
national trade unions or their representa- 
tives be invited to meet with the Executive 
Council about two days after the beginning 
of the meeting of the Executive Council 
for the purpose of taking such action as in 


the full judgment of all may be productive 
of the best results to protect and promote 
the lawful interests of labor. 

Now, therefore, in view of the transcen- 
dent importance of the situation above out- 
lined, and in accordance with the provisions 
of article 6, section 4, of the constitution 
of the American Federation of Labor, the 
members of the Executive Council are 
called to a meeting, to be held at the head- 
quarters of the American Federation of 
Labor, 423-425 G street, N. W., Washing- 
ton, D. C., at 10 o’clock, Monday morning, 
March 16, 1908, and though other impor- 
tant matters may demand the attention of 
the members of the Executive Council, 
there are none so vast and exigent as the 
one which now confronts us and which we 
are so in duty bound to meet. Members of 
the Executive Council will please, there- 
fore, so conform their business as to attend 
this meeting.

The members of the Executive Council 
replied promptly, authorizing the calling 
of the ‘‘Protest Conference.’”’ 

The following letter was then addressed 
to the president of each national and inter- 
national union affiliated to the American 
Federation of Labor: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., arch 7, 1908. 

You are beyond doubt fully apprised of 
the far-reaching character of the recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and particularly the one 
rendered in the Hatters’ case. I published 
in full that decision in the March issue of 
the AMERICAN FEDERATIONIST. In that 
same issue I endeavored editorially to make 
plain what the decision really means, as 
well as asserting labor’s natural rights. 
However, the decision is binding upon all 
until changed or modified by comprehensive 
relief. 

The Supreme Court’s decision itself, the 
consequences, the assertion of labor’s rights 
and the means to secure them, have had 
the consideration of the members of the 
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Executive Council of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, who realize the importance 
of the existing situation, and the unsettled 
state of mind of the great rank and file 
among the working people of our country 
in regard thereto. I have, therefore, called 
a formal and special meeting of the Execu- 
tive Council of the American Federation of 
Labor, to be held in this city the early part 
of the week beginning March 16. 

The Executive Council has authorized 
me to, and I do hereby, respectfully notify 
and invite the executive officers of the na- 
tional and international trade unions of 
Americato meet with the Executive Council, 
at 10 o’clock sharp, Wednesday morning, 
March 18, 1908, at 423-425 Gstreet, N. W., 
Washington, D. C., there and then to con- 
sult and take such action as the importance 
and merits of the subject herein dealt with 
may be considered and determined as set- 
ting forth the position and demands of 
labor. 

It would be most advantageous if two 
or three of the executive officers of each 
international union were in attendance at 
the conference, and, under any circum- 
stance, that the international union shall 
be represented by at least one executive 
officer, and one or two other representa- 
tives, whom that executive officer shall 
select. 

In the interest of the working people of 
our country, for the protection of their 
rights, as well as the maintenance and per- 
petuation of the trade unions and the labor 
movement of our country that has done so 
much for the improvement of the condi- 
tions of all, I appeal to you, in their name, 
that your organization will be represented 
at the conference on Wednesday morning, 
March 18, and oblige.

The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor met on March 16-17, 
to make arrangements for the assembling 
on March 18 of the representatives of the 
national and international unions and other 
organizations in sympathy with them. 

The list of those who attended the 


‘*Protest Conference’’ and the organizations 
which they represented will be found in the 
signatures attached to the ‘‘Protest to 
Congress.’’ 

Committees were appointed to draw up the 
** Protest to Congress’’ and the ‘‘Address 
to the Workers’’ (both published elsewhere 
in this issue of the AMERICAN FEDERATION- 
Ist). The result of their labors was sub- 
mitted to the members of the conference 
and received hearty and unanimous ap- 
proval. 

The following committee presented the 
‘*Protest to Congress’’ to Vice-President 
Fairbanks, as President of the Senate, and 
to Speaker Cannon of the House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

Samuel Gompers, W. R. Fairley, P. J. 
McArdle, W. D. Hahon, Joseph Valentine, 
G. N. Bennett, T. C. Parsons. 

The ‘‘Protest to Congress’’ was printed 
in Congressional Record on March 19th, 
March 23d, and ordered made a Senate 
document and an extra thousand ordered 
printed on account of its importance. 

The following committee was appointed 
on the ‘‘Address to the Workers.’’ 

Samuel Gompers, G. W. Perkins, J. C. 
Balhorn, James Kirby, John B. Lennon, 
Thomas Haggerty, M. O. Sullivan, Will- 
iam Launer. 

In addition to this protest and to the 
‘*Address to the Workers,’’ the Executive 
Council and members of the conference 
discussed the whole industrial and politi- 
cal situation very fully. 

Arrangements were made for the practi- 
cal work in future in connection with this 
most important movement whereby the 
workers intend to prove that they are bet- 
ter entitled to judge what are their rights 
and liberties than those who have no 
knowledge of their aims and no sympathy 
with their work for the advancement and 
uplifting of the people. 





Address by President Gompers. 


By authority of the Executive Council 
of the American Federation of Labor an 
invitation was extended, not only to the 
executive officers of affiliated international 
unions, but also to the farmers’ organiza- 
tions of the country, and, though infor- 
mally, an invitation has also been extended 
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to the railruad brotherhoods to attend this 
conference. 

At the outset, let me say I feel it a plea- 
sure anda gratificationto welcome you to 
this conference. It indicates better than any 
other one thing what a feeling of unity and 
solidarity there is among the trade union- 
ists, the men of labor in field, factory, farm, 
mill, and shop, that an invitation extended 
by the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor should be responded 
to so promptly and so generally. You know 
that the men whom labor has selected as 
the Executive Council of the Federation 
would not ask you to lay aside the ordinary 
affairs of your organizations and of your 
toil unless some circumstances of so im- 
portant a character had arisen, that to fail 
to ask the men of labor to send their rep- 
resentatives to a conference would be tan- 
tamount to absolute néglect, if not down- 
right unwillingness to perform a serious 
duty under a grave responsibility. 

It has been our purpose at all times, if 
possible, to avoid any special gatherings of 
the representatives of labor; the ordinary 
meetings and conventions of our local 
unions, our central bodies, our state feder- 
ations, our national and _ international 
unions, and of the American Federation of 
Labor should and did suffice, and only on 
one or two occasions of an extraordinary 
character have the men of labor been called 
away from their usual duties and vocations 
to attend a special conference such as this 
of today. 

It is because a new condition has 
arisen, so remarkable in character, so im- 
portant in its ramifications and influences, 
that it was essential to ask you to be at 
this conference. I refer to the various de- 
cisions recently rendered by the Supreme 
Court of the United States and to other deci- 
sions rendered by lower federal courts, and 
the situation is accentuated by the fact that 
Congress has not given the relief needed 
and, it seems, to show no disposition to 
grant that relief. 

Under the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of Loewe against 
the Hatters, the funds provided for benevo- 
lent and protective purposes by our organ- 
izations, the small savings of our individual 
members of labor organizations are now 
prey for the unscrupulous and conscience- 
less employer, who may enlist the services 
of any attorney; the penalizing by fine and 
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imprisonmeut. The loss of personal liber:y 
of the rank and file, as well as the officers 
and representatives of union labor and union 
farmers is a serious menace. Our local 
unions, central bodies or national organi- 
zations are at the mercy of any member 
who may be bribed or brow-beaten by thie 
worst element of employers, to hale our 
men or organizations into the courts. The 
strike-breaker may be imported into any 
industrial community and then secure the 
arrest and conviction of any workman 
associated with his fellows for the benefi- 
cent purpose of a common protection and 
advancement of their natural rights. This 
may happen under the law as interpreted 
by the Supreme Court. 

If in the business world there be either 
an over-production or under-consumption 
of material things (the product of labor), 
is it to be regarded as unlawful for em- 
ployers to close down their factories, or is 
it legally obligatory upon employers to 
operate their plant to their full capacity? 
On the other hand, canit be regarded as un- 
lawful for workmen in like circumstances 
to agree among themselves and with their 
employers to divide among the workers the 
work to be performed? Can it be made un- 
lawful, or conceived to be an improper re- 
straint of trade for workmen, desiring to 
maintain or improve the American standard 
of life, toendeavor to establish a minimum 
living wage, and if employers are unwilling 
to concede it, that workmen may withhold 
their labor power, and withhold their pro- 
ductive power—that is, engage in a collect- 
ive effort, and strike to secure a minimum 
living wage? 

Employers and business men seek, through 
associated effort and combinations, to econo- 
mize the expense of production. These 
associations are styled corporations, com- 
binations, or trusts. The small business 
man and the unthinking man, who ma: 
not have the ample facilities to avail him- 
self of these economical devices, like the 
thoughtless workman of old, undertakes 
to destroy the machine. not necessaril\ 
by physical attack, but by the enactmen 
of law. In thehands of the legislativ 
manipulator he fashions a statute that 
instead of protecting the individual agains 
an unfair corporation, it strips him o: 
his natural defenses in times of stress o 
danger—that is, the right of association anc 
co-operation to receive and give mutual aid. 
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Itis this species of legislation, against 
which it has been the aim of the organized 
labor movement of America to warn our 
fellow-workers, against this thoughtless 
clamor for laws that form the shackles for 
labor. 

It is not necessary that I should here 
or now attempt to describe or more than 


refer to the decision of the courts, and of 


the highest court of our country. 

It is not difficult todirect the attention of 
men to the evils of the specific perversion 
of law or the construction of law or the 
usurpaticn or invasion of the law-making 
power by the courts, whereby we have been 
innocently made the sufferers. 

The cases are well known to you where 
the courts have without warrant of law is- 
sued injunctions in plain violation of the 
spirit of the law, in plain violation of the 
very fundamental principles of equity. 

The decision of the Supreme Court, de- 
claring the 10 hour law for the bakers of 
the state of New York unconstitutional 
is an illustration. Here was a law intended 
for the safeguarding of the health and lives 
of not only the men who work iv the bake 
shops, but also for the health and safety of 
the people of the community who are com- 
pelled to eat bread made by men who work 
under conditions of 10 or more hours a 
day, yet it was declared unconstitutional. 

The provision under the Erdman act, safe- 
guarding the right of men to belong to 
labor organizations without incurring dis- 
charge, was declared unconstitutional. The 
decision by which was declared uncon- 
stitutlonal the very meager employ- 
ers’ liablity law, passed by the last Con- 
gress, takes away a safeguard to which we 
were entitled. 

Interpreting the Sherman anti-trust 


law, as applying to labor, the Supreme . 


Court goes very far, for there was 
not a man in all the Congress of the 
United States—Senate or House—who, at 
the time the law was passed, imagined, 
much less believed, that it was to be made 
to apply to labor. There are some men in 
this conference today who had the experi- 
ence at that time with the Senators and 
the members of the House of Representa- 
tives who pooh-poohed the idea that it 
was possible to construe an anti-trust law 
to apply to the organizations of labor, the 
men who work with their hands and who 
can not form a trust, because it is only 


when the workmen have completed their 
effort that it is a product. 

The assurances given at that time were 
most direct and explicit that the Sherman 
anti-trust law was not intended to apply to 
labor and could not be construed to apply to 
it. However, I have in another way, through 
the columns of the AMERICAN FEDERA- 
TIONIST of March, discussed the matter in 
full, and hence it is not necessary for me 
to do more now than refer to the decisions 
which have been rendered by the courts, 
and which hamper us very much; nor need 
I now speak of the far-reaching conse- 
quences of these decisions, nor is it neces- 
sary that I should more than refer to the 
failure of Congress to give heed to the 
moderate demands which labor makes. 

Where, in all the world, can you find 
85,000,000 of people in one nation, and 
where there are so many unemployed work- 
men as there are in the United States today, 
where there is such tranquillity and abso- 
lute safety and peace. It is the educational 
influences of the labor movement, of our 
labor organizations, and our farmer organ- 
izations. 

It is the moral restraint, the self-restraint, 
and self-reliance, and the mutual depend- 
ence and interdependence of the men of la- 
bor, brought about by years of education, 
that has instilled these thoughts and prin- 
ciples of conduct in the great rank and file 
of the workers of our country. 

We may speak of our great educational 
opportunities for the young—the children. 
Heaven knows we have nothing for which 
to thank the powers that were in the past, 
even for our educational institutions. 

There is another matter which must be 
considered. There comes a stream of im- 
migration to the United States that is par- 
alleled by no other nation on earth, and to 
our shores come, as they have come within 
this past fiscal year, more than a million 
and a quarter of immigrants from all na- 
tions and climes, with all their imperfec- 
tions upon their heads, with all their 
ignorance of our institutions, with all the 
prejudices, with all the bitterness and re- 
sentment against the tyranny exercised 
against them by the government of the 
countries from which they come. They 
speak all the languages of the nations of 
theearth. They are brought to our shores, 
many of them, through the cunning poli- 
cies and devices of those who exploit the 
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workmen of these countries, and who, if 
there were some opportunity to doit, would 
engage in slave traffic and own body and 
soul the men whom they would steal from 
their native heath. It is only because the 
conception of liberty, right and justice has 
advanced to some degree in our country, in 
so far as ownership of man in man is con- 
cerned, that we do not find a form of slave 
traffic in which the employer has the man 
as achattel. Inthe absence of the possi- 
bility of engaging in that style of slave 
traffic, the idea finds expression in another 
form, and that is in inducing, in inviting, in 
corralling, in buying men and binding them 
under contracts, unwritten perhaps, to come 
here and they are launched into our coun- 
try, and into its industrial centers and 
farms. ‘These men of labor coming here, 
as I havetried to indicate, are brought here 
with all their shortcomings, ignorances and 
prejudices. Who undertakes to educate 
these men—which institution on earth other 
than the much abused organizations of la- 
bor? 

Those who are responsible for this con- 
dition of affairs or who are unwilling to 
rectify it—zow, not some other time, now— 
must be held responsible by the people of 
our country. Labor wants peace; recog- 
nizes that peace is as essential to industrial 
progress as is air to lung-breathing ani- 
mals. 

There comes a time when the workmen, 
of necessity, in order to succeed and make 
progress, must make further demands upon 
modern society, to be larger sharers in the 
products of their labor. When that time 
comes, if they do not act, they rivet the 
shackles on themselves for many decades to 
come. 

Under such circumstances, I believe, it 
is not only our right to strike, but it is our 
bounden duty to strike. Theexercise of our 
normal functions as workmen is a right. 
The right of man to own himself is not the 
result of a law nor the constitution; it isa 
natural, human concept. Yes, the owner- 
ship of man in himself came before he had 
even an intelligent conception of his own 
rights. 

The workingmen of our country have 
ever been loyal and patriotic; they love 
the institutions of our republic. Many of 
them have given up their lives, and others 
have given up their limbs and impaired their 
health that they might serve ourcountry in 
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our country’s needs. The workingmen of 
the United States are as patriotic as any 
other class, and more patriotic than many, 
I can conceive of no people who have greater 
interest, as well as love, in maintaining the 
real conceptions of liberty and justice and 
right, than have the workingmen. It is to 
their interests, as well as it is to their love, 
to which this question of republican institu- 
tions appeals so strongly. They are law- 
abiding and faithful, conservative and 
patriotic and constructive, as well as hu- 
mane in their work. It is not wise for those 
who are in the control of the affairs of our 
government to make it necessary for the 
workingmen and the people to use all their 
power, a power which they have not exer- 
cised, and I trust they never will have 
cause to exercise. It is my belief that we 
should have faith and confidence in secur- 
ing the redress and relief which we know 
to be our right; faith and confidence in 
ourselves and in each other. 

Let us at this conference of the repre- 
sentatives of the workingmen of our coun- 
try declare in emphatic tones that the 
present condition of affairs is intolerable 
and must be changed. Not some other 
time, zow. With the high tension of feel- 
ing among our fellow-workers throughout 
the country caused by the recent decisions 
of the courts, and by the failure of Con- 
gress to relieve the situation, let us make 
clear our position to our fellow-workmen 
throughout the country and you will find 
a response so general that it may even sur- 
prise and surpass our most sanguine hopes 
and expectations. 

Throughout the country this feeling of 
unrest, dissatisfaction, and dissent is 
evident. It finds its expression in diff- 
erent ways, in different centers, and 
different industries, but the discontent, the 
demand for remedying wrong, is prevalent 
throughout. 

Let us by our action here show that we 
have clearly in our minds what we ought 
to do and suggest to our fellow-workers and 
sympathizers throughout the country, so 
that instead of having every center. every 
locality, going off on its own undirected 
course, diffusing and diverting effort, we 
shall have brought each in touch with the 
other so that a common policy and a com- 
mon course of action be pursued, that shal] 
make its impress upon all, not only for 
today but for the time to come.

Address by C. M. BENNETT. 

Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF 
THE CONVENTION: I feel highly honored 
at being invited with our secretary to take 
part in the deliberations of this meeting. I 
think that it is the first time in the history 
of the country that the representatives of 
a farmers’ organization have ever been 
invited to sit in council with you. 

There have been many effortsin the past 
to organize the farmers; most of them have 
been failures. I do not know whether or 
not the objects or aims of our present or- 
ganization are known to you gentlemen. In 
the past the object of the farmers’ organiza- 
tions has been to pull down the price of the 
products of some other fellow. The present 
organization, known as the American So- 
ciety of Equity, is not for that purpose, but 
aims to fix a price upon the products of its 
members commensurate with the labor and 
cost of production. This organization, 
with this purpose, and under principles 
promulgated for the first time in the history 
of the country, is in a position to join 
hands with every other labor union of the 
United States. 

I desire to say and to acknowledge here, 
that wherever we have come in contact with 
the various branches of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, we have had a friendly 
hand extended and material aid given us. 
In Kentucky our first organization was 
attended by membersof the miners’ organ- 
ization, ready and willing to help us, and 
when we met in state convention there were 
delegates from the miners ready to give 
us the benefit of their years of experience. 
I want to say that among those labor or- 
ganizations there has been a disposition to 
buy the products of the farmers who belong 


to these organizations, and that is what we - 


want. When the miners have had to goon 
strike, and when they have been hard 
pressed they have had the outstretched hand 
of the farmers in the effort to gain what 
they thought was right. 

It will ever be so with this organization, 
because it has no principles that are not in 
common with you. It strives to uplift la- 
bor in the United States, all along the line. 
We ask for equity, fair dealing among 
men, and when the Supreme Court of the 
United States handed down the recent de- 
cisions against labor they hit us just as 
hard as they did you. 
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We are here to act with you, to do what- 
ever is thought best to combat the univer- 
sal effort to down organized labor in the 
United States. I believe that if something 
is not done now, before this Congress ad- 
journs, you will see such an effort to break 
up organized labor as you have never seen 
before. 

We are here with you to do whatever we 
can and make ourselves a help in whatever 
way we may to procure from Congress, 
here and now, such legislation as will give 
justice and amend the legislation that has 
been declared unconstitutional or unjustly 
construed by the courts. 


Address by J. J. Hannahan, 


Grand Master, Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen. 


Mr. Hannahan said in part: 

‘‘I want to say here, that as Grand 
Master of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen I subscribe to 
everything said by your president yes- 
terday, and I would vote to accept the re- 
port of the committee that has just been 
reported to you. I want to say to you 
that the grand master of the organization 
is with you, and as far as my influence and 
as far as the power of an executive can be 
extended, it will be to help you along the 
lines that you are pursuing at the present 
time. I hope you realize fully the impor- 
tance of a gathering of this kind. You 
represent the wage-earners of this country, 
and we as men, representing wage-earners 
are not as closely associated as we should 
be. There may be reasons for it, but I be- 
lieve that legislation in the interests of the 
working people of our country should come 
from some central body, and not from in- 
dividuals. 

I believe that those engaged in the labor 
movement are devoting their lives to one 
of the grandest purposes that‘a man can 
devote his life to. 

In behalf of the 70,000 men whom I rep- 
resent, I want to say that while we are not 
affiliated with you, you will find us where 
you have always found us, with you, will- 
ing to assist you and we will do it cheer- 
fully, and I hope, gentlemen, that in the 
very near future we may enjoy the privi- 
lege of having many representatives in 
Congress who represent the workingmen— 
not only the American workingmen, but 
who represent this cause of all the people.’’ 
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EDITORIAL.

The work of the Conference of Protest is so fully set forth in other por- 
LABOR’SGREAT tions of this issue of the AMERICAN FEDERATIONIST 
CONFERENCE. that only brief editorial reference will be made to it 
at this time. This conference, while called by the Executive Council of 
the American Federation of Labor, yet really grew out of the spontaneous 
outburst of indignation and anxiety with which labor greeted the Supreme 
Court decision in the Hatters’ case. 

The attendance of the representatives of the national and international 
unions affiliated to the American Federation of Labor with the representa- 
tives of railway brotherhoods and farmérs’ organizations made this one 
of the most important and significant labor conferences ever held. 

It is not the custom of the American Federation of Labor to call 
special conferences, but this situation was so grave that it demanded some 
immediate action other than could be obtained through the ordinary 
channels of union meetings or annual conventions. 

We regret that we have not at this time the space to give more of the 
addresses made to the conference by the experienced and able representa- 
tives who in their earnest and eloquent addresses voiced the feelings of 
thousands and hundreds of thousands of workers. 

We must content our readers for the moment by the assurance that 
the earnestness and enthusiasm and determination shown in this conference 
was not limited only to the formal ‘‘ Protest to Congress’’ or the public 
address issued to all the workers of’ the country. 

These, important as they are, must be regarded only as the initial steps 
in inaugurating the movement of asserting and using the full power of 
labor, if necessary, in order to secure proper relief, recognition, and pro- 
tection of its natural rights and liberties by our law-making, executive, 
and judicial powers. 

Labor’s Protest Conference already seems to arouse some apprehension 
among the politicians who are wont to consider the workers good material 
for exploitation. Although the newspapers gave Labor’s Protest to Con- 
gress and Address to the Workers very fair recognition in the news 
columns, yet the editorial comment was by no means encouraging nor favor- 
able. We do not mention this because we feel that press comment should 
either encourage or retard any work which labor thinks proper to under- 
take, but rather because the daily press is well known to voice the opinions 
of certain interests in this country hostile to labor. These indications 
of strong dissatisfaction on the part of those who would fain exploit labor 
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should be hailed by us with joy, for if we pleased our natural opponents 
we might be sure we were doing nothing that promised much good for 
ourselves. 

We respect the law-making powers and the judiciary of our country. 
We are patient even in the face of many disappointments and delays at the 
hands of Congress—but labor in making its solemn Protest meant by that 
document to intimate unmistakably that it is the judge of what is best 
for it in the way of labor legislation and that it expects Congress to 
promptly pass the just and reasonable measures necessary forthe protection 
of the liberties of the workers and advancement of their interests. The 
failure to do this will be accepted by the workers as a challenge to the 
further exercise of their power. 

This assemblage of the allied forces of the workers realized that much 
may lay before them in this struggle, but we were mindful of the fact that 
we have often been solemnly advised by those who assume to be the re- 
ceptacle of all wisdom that labor should always first attempt to secure 
laws for its protection if it finds anything of which to complain. Very 
well, wiseacres, that is what we are trying to do, even in the face of 
persistent refusal to legislate—in the face of just laws declared uncon- 
stitutional—in the face of law (which was never meant for that purpose) 
twisted to apply injuriously to labor. 

It will be well for the law-makers and the law-dispensers to remember 
that there is a limit'to the patience of the wage-worker. He has too much 
intelligence and too much strength tobe much longer befooled by vain 
promises and specious casuistry. 

Let no one deceive himself as to the real meaning of the recent confer- 
ence of labor’s forces. We commend to all a careful reading of the Pro- 
test to Congress‘and Address to Workers in which the immediate plan of 
political and industrial effort is outlined. These documents mean far more 
than a surface glance might indicate. They mean the united, determined 
and persistent effort of the wage-workers, not only for the forthcoming 
campaign dué forall the campaigns that may be necessary until the desired 
object is attained. 

We are committed to no hard and fast policy. While a certain imme- 
diate line of action is indicated, labor will adopt such modifications or such 
new plans as circumstances and experience shall indicate as best fitted to 
attain its justified 'and ennobling purposes. 

It is only too true that up to this time in our history, our organizations 
of wage workers have not utilized their full political power, in connection 
with their industrial activity, but with the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court has come the solemn realization that labor must in future actively 
exert every power which it possesses if its rights, as a vital portion of our 
social and industrial fabric, are to be recognized and safeguarded. 

The recent decision of the Supreme Court was like the letting of the 
genie out of the bottle in the old legend. Once released, the genie waxed 
and spread until it became a mighty giant, obscuring the very sky and, 
mark you, the genie once loosed refused to return to the seclusion of the 


bottle. ‘i 
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The genie of labor aroused, is abroad inthe land. It will not return. 
Its future action depends largely upon Congress. 

Labor has a large measure of patience. It knows itself to be in the 
right and to be right is to have all eternity and all the forces of omnipo- 
tence with you. Labor halts at this time to respectfully petition Congress 
for the amendment to the Sherman law which will specifically exempt labor 
from a law never intended to apply to it. It also asks the enactment of its 
injunction bill, its eight hour law, and an employers’ liability law. 

Labor proposes to carefully scan the record of every candidate who 
desires the vote of the workers for election to any office—and they all need 
such votes—and make its decision according to such record; but out of its 
very patience grows the power of irrevocable decision. 

By the time the present Congress adjourns there will be recorded by 
the logic of events a history which will show the attitude of each member 
toward the measures asked by labor. This can not and will not be ignored. 
The press and various politicians assumed great hilarity in discussing what 
labor was able to accomplish in the last Congressional election in the way 
of defeating its opponents and electing its friends. Such critics overlooked 
the obvious and admitted fact that the campaign was begun very late, per- 
haps too late for labor to do more than make a tentative experiment in many 
districts. Yet what was the actual result? In the oue Congressional dis- 
trict upon which labor definitely turned its forces, ’tis true, one Mr. Little- 
field was elected against our opposition, but by a much lower majority than 
formerly. Yet, mark the strange logic of events—Mr. Littlefield, though 
elected, has been an unhappy man ever since; his prestige in Congress 
noticeably dwindled, and at the time this editorial is written the daily press 
publishes the news of his resignation from Congress and retirement to 
private life. Comment is unnecessary. Labor forbears to even shout, 
‘‘We did it!’’ Of the other members of Congress inimical to labor, their 
majority was so much lessened in many cases that, as they limped into office, 
the phrase ‘‘lame duck contingent’’ was coined to describe their foriorn 
appearance. 

The forces opposed to labor in the use of its political power would not 
give us any credit for what we actually accomplished in even so restricted 
an effort as in the last campaign, but we have interesting and important 
figures which we will publish shortly, showing the vote which each Con- 
gressman received in the last election and comparing it with his previous 
majorities—where he had been in Congress before ; this tabulation of elec- 
tion returns will make very interesting reading. When we issue it to the 
voters throughout the country with the record of each member of the 
present Congress appended, along with a copy of the Supreme Court 
decision in the Hatters’ case, those concerned will have enough to do to 
look after their fences and very little time to sneer at the political activity 
of labor. 

It must be remembered that in the last campaign the workers had less 
definite issues upon which tocrystallize their efforts toward effective action. 
They have one now inthe Supreme Court decision in the Hatters’ and other 
cases and the weather-wise of all parties are openly discussing how this 
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issue is to be met. With the functions and powers of the judiciary as a cam- 
paign issue we will see the workers showing what real political activity may 
accomplish. We snow and we hope all will realize how greatly the recent 
action of the Supreme Court has aroused the workers. Indeed not only the 
workers, but many who did not heretofore sympathize with them, for 
the decision applying the Sherman law to labor is equally applicable to 
many other innocent persons and associations, and they, too, will perforce 
join in our campaign for the protection of the rights and liberties of all 
our citizens. 

This Protest Conference owes its greatest importance to the fact that it 
was the emphatic announcement of the workers to all the people that labor is 
better qualified than any other force in society to define its own rights and 
liberties. With all due respect to our courts and Congress, we believe that the 
workers and their chosen representatives are—from the very fact that they 
are workers—the proper judges of what labor is entitled to in the way of 
consideration at the hands of our judicial and law-making powers. 

We wish that those who sneer at the efforts of labor could understand 
the present intensity of feeling which animates our people throughout the 
country. The present pacific and respectful attitude of labor, while com- 
mendable from every point of view, should not mislead those who pretend 
to think that after this crushing blow by the Supreme Court the labor unions 
will meekly fade from view, giving up every sacred right of association, of 
united effort which they have heretofore nobly used for the uplift and 
advancement of the workers and of all the people. 

Our labor unions have a record of altruistic endeavor, unhesitating 
self-sacrifice, noble generosity to the needy, prompt aid to the weak 
and defenseless, greater power and development to the workers. Let 
not any force in society imagine for one moment that the workers will 
allow their unions to be outlawed by judicial decision and deprived of the 
exercise of their natural, normal, and beneficent activities. Indeed the 
struggle is now on, for an increased sphere of useful action. 





The temporary injunction issued by Justice Gould, of the Court of 
Equity, of the District of Columbia, in the (Van Cleave) Buck’s Stove and 
Range Company of St Louis against the American Federation of Labor, its 
officers and all others, has been made permanent. The case will now be 
carried to the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia.

Labor must and will exercise its every lawful right to protect not only 
its own interests and welfare, but those of every man, woman, and child of 
our country.

We regret to say that 
PREME these qualities are mostly conspicuous by their absence 
COURT DE- from nearly all of the criticisms and attacks to which this 
CISIONS. journal and its editor, as well as the American Federation 
of Labor itself, have been subjected. In not a few cases, gross, malicious, 
vicious misrepresentation has been recklessly resorted to, the evident pur- 
pose being to poison the public mind against the American Federation of 
Labor and to represent the latter as a criminal combination that ought to 
be prosecuted and suppressed. 

Several papers have used the phrase ‘‘opposition to the Supreme Court’’ 
in describing our attitude. They know better. On the contrary, while pro- 
testing against its injustice we stated that we accepted the decision as the law 
of theland. Wealso expressed our belief in theintegrity and honesty of the 
court, in its desire to construe the laws and legal principles so as to insure. 
equality of right and immunities. But, at the same time, we ventured to 
criticise the reasoning of the court, to point out some mistakes of fact and 
of logic. Is this ‘‘opposing the court’’ in any objectionable sense? Has 
not the court been criticised before by Democrats, by Republicans, by Popu- 
lists, by Independents? Was not the income tax criticised? Was not the 
Philippine tariff and flag decision criticised, even by prominent members 
of Congress? Since when has the Supreme Court been above temperate 
and fair criticism? What law or doctrine is there to prevent a citizen, 
whether in public or private life, or the editor of a newspaper or magazine 
from expressing his opinions as to the justice or soundness of court rulings? 

Our rabid and dishonest critics have either forgotten, orelse choose to 
ignore, the fact that the judges of the Supreme Court itself have criticised 
its decisions. Dissenting opinions are certainly not exceptional, and some 
of them have been severe, spirited and highly controversial. In the 
income tax decision the minority judges displayed much feeling in refuting 
the arguments of the majority, and the press of the country commented at 
the time on the earnestness and spirit with which the ‘‘court’’ was 
‘‘opposed.’’ In the lottery case the chief justice, in dissenting, told the 
court that its construction of the constitution tended to preserve the form 
only of that charter, while destroying its substance and meaning. In the 
Arago case (Robertson vs. Baldwin) the dissenting opinion arraigned the 
majority decision and opinion of the court as enforcing slavery. These 
instances can be multiplied indefinitely. Were the minority judges opposing 
and attacking the court in these cases? Did any one assail them for their 
vigorous dissent and outspoken criticisms? No; many cordially endorsed 
their attitude and: praised their candor and independence as, indeed, they 
deserved to be praised. 

Another favorite phrase that has been greatly overworked is that ‘‘Mr. 
Gompers overrules the Supreme Court.’’ The thoughtless may be led 
astray by such misuse of language, but to the sensible it is sufficiently plain 
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that argument, criticism, and discussion of a decision do not constitute 
“overruling.’’ Impotent rage and malignity alone can inspire cheap, idle 
misrepresentation of this sort. 

But we have gone farther than negative criticism and discussion. We 
have favored and announced the use of the power and influence of organ- 
ized labor and its friends, with Congress in every legitimate way in order to 
secure legislation legalizing the peaceful and orderly actions of labor. We 
have asserted and argued that just as a man may refuse to work for 
another, so may he, under right principle of action, refuse to give his 
custom to another man. We have further maintained that if men have 
this right individually, they may have it as an organization when 
acting in concert. We shall continue to maintain this, in spite of all 
frenzied denunciation and stupid misrepresentation. Time was when the 
right of men to strike in concert was held to be illegal, and the sophists of 
that day drew all sorts of fanciful distinctions between individual strikes 
and strikes by large bodies and combinations. The progress of thought 
and of labor has overruled the laws and courts in that respect. It is now 
admitted—grudgingly, by the way—that men may strike in concert and 
‘under an agreement without becoming criminals, no matter how seriously 
their action may ‘‘injure’’ the employer, or how inconvenient the time for 
the strike may be for his interests. We contend—and in due time it will 
be the law—that men may agree to withhold their patronage from any one 
person, or from any number of persons, for any reason whatever, providing 
they do not libel or misrepresent, and provided they refrain from all man- 
ner of unlawful coercion and aggression. We assert, in short, the moral 
right of peaceful boycotting, which is only another name for peaceful 
withholding of patronage from men to whom they are under no legal or 
moral duty to give their custom or trade. Talk of ‘‘conspiracy,’’ injury, 
malice, and so on, is misleading and irrelevant and question-begging, for 
it all assumes that men may not do collectively what they may do admit- 
tedly, individually. 

For the present the Supreme Court has ruled that peaceful boycotting, 
as explained above, is illegal. There is no body to overrule it, except 
Congress and the people, whose views may be different and whose concep- 
tion of public policy and public good may lead to a change in the laws. 
For such a change we shall work, as we have.a right to work, and we are 
convinced that it must and will come. Lies and abuse and slander will , 
not be permitted to obstruct the movement for saner and juster laws 
affecting the rights of workmen and citizens under the constitution. 





The Norfolk convention of the American Federation of Labor desig- 
nated the second Sunday in May of each year as labor’s Memorial Day.

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WOMEN IN WELFARE WORK. 


NOTABLEconference of women was held 
in New York City recently to discuss 
plans for improving the conditions of 
wage-earners throughout the country. 
The women who called this confer- 

ence were the wives, sisters, and daughters of men 
who manage great industries. 

The preliminary meeting for the organization, 
which will be national in scope, was held at the 
home of Miss Anne Morgan, Friday noon, March 
6th. There were present Mrs. Joseph Medill Mc-

Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, of New York City, 
presided, and Mrs. Eva McDonald Valesh, of the 
American Federation of Labor, of Washington, 
acted as secretary. 

At three o’clock that afternoon the New York 
Woman's Committee was organized at the Colony 
Club. Mrs. J. Borden Harriman presided. In ex- 
plaining the object of the organization, she said in 

art: 

“The object of this committee shall be to use 
its influence in securing needed improvements in 
the working and living conditions of women and 
men wage-earners in the various industries and 
governmental institutions. 

‘*All of us have an influence and some of us are 
the wives or sisters of employers of large numbers 
ot factory operatives, or perhaps ourselves are 
owners and stockholders in companies. Should 
not the woman who spends the money, which the 
employes help to provide, take a special interest 
in their welfare, especially in that of the women 
wage-earners? 

“Should we not frankly recognize our own 
ignorance of the conditions under which they 
live and work and seek from those whose knowl- 
edge can be relied upon to guide us intelligently, 
a better understanding of the existing condi- 
tions and difficulties? 


‘This we can do by taking the trouble to acquaint 
ourselves with things as they really are, by coming 
into contact with those whose weakness isa call 
upon ourstrength. We will learn to know from 
actual practical experience what should be done 
for the betterment of conditions, among wage- 
earners. 

““Of course we can only do this by going slowly 
and after educating ourselves, and one way of 
doing the latter is to hear from leaders in their 
specific trades. Some of them will speak to us 
today, and I understand will be willing to tell us 
of the surroundings and conditions of the workers 
whom they represent. 

‘This welfare work is not in fact simply a matter 
tf charity; a decent, wholesome environment for 
the worker has come in this progressive age to be 
a part of the social and civic obligation of the 
modern employer.”’ 

Mrs. Eva McDonald Valesh delivered the follow- 
ing address on welfare work from the wage- 
earners’ point of view: 

‘*It gives me a great deal of pleasure to be present 
at a meeting which promises so much in the way 
of practical good as this movement which you have 
inaugurated today. I feel, perhaps, a little em- 
barrassed, having to break the ice on the part of the 
wage-workers, but my qualification for the task 
is that I have for many years been studying 
economic conditions and the various welfare 
movements on tke part of men and women more 
fortunately situated than the wage-workers. 

I know that many of the wealthy women of 
this country have generous and kindly hearts 
and brilliant intellects, and I know that for years 
some of them have wanted to do something for 
those who were less fortunate. But it required 
many experiments to find out the practical method 
of getting at the problem. It seems to me that in 
this movement you have inaugurated today that 
you are getting down to a practical method. 

If the wife or daughter of an employer, or a 
woman who owns stock in a big industry, takes 
interest enough to find out what are the conditions 
under which the men and women in that employ- 
ment work, it then becomes a matter of almost 
personal pride with her, that if the conditions are 
not what they should be, they shall be improved. 
In many cases they are not what they should be— 
not altogether because the employers are too selfish 
or too mercenary to do what is right. Many ofthem 
have never given any thought to the welfare of their 
employes. We must remember that there has been 
such a remarkable revolution in industry in the 
last half century that it is very difficult to keep up 
with all its effects and balance it on all hands. 

We have advanced from the small shop and 
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hand worker, with the personal contact between 
employer and worker to the immense factories 
and establishments, where the worker is not at all 
in personal touch with his employer. The em- 
ployer, unless he is very much impressed with his 
responsibility, is apt to hold only an impersonal 
interest towards his employe. Then, in the new 
system of industry which has come up, in the rush 
of accumulating vast fortunes and vast profits, it 
has been very easy to overlook the wage-worker, 
and to forget that he who was contributing so 
much, was not getting the share that he should. 
Now, the wage-workers have done much for them- 


men will have their usual success in persuading 
the American men to do what they want. 

Now, I want to call your attention to the fact 
that welfare work is a good business proposition 
for the employer. Every worker is entitled to per- 
form his or her work in a properly constructed, 
well ventilated, and hygienic factory. The speed 
of production is such now that an average of eight 
hours is enough to ask anybody to work. Those 
are reasonable hours. Any employer who fails to 
house his employes properly during working 
hours, who rushes them too greatly, who is not 
careful, not conscientious about the conditions 
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selves. In fact, it has been incumbent upon them 
to get what improvements they could by organiza- 
tion; by protests of various sorts. But as a wage- 
worker I can tell you that one of the most dis- 
couraging things about that is, that neither the 
employers nor general public are willing to be- 
lieve that what we say is true when we point out 
bad conditions of employment. They think we 
exaggerate them, because we feel ourselves to be a 
somewhat injured party. 

Now, that criticism can not apply if the women 
whose husbands and fathers are interested in busi- 
ness come into this work. Such women will go 
and see for themselves exactly what the conditions 


are, andif they make up their minds that im- 


provement is needed, I think the American wo- 


which surround them, is not getting the results 
from the labor of those people which he should. 

There was at one time somewhat of a feeling in 
this country that we had so many wage-workers 
that it didn’t matter very much if you did wear 
them out and throw them aside. I do not think 
that feeling obtains so generally now. I think that 
there is growing-up a strong public opinion in 
favor of the more humane and kindly side of in- 
dustrialism. In this movement started today I see 
a strong illustration of that feeling. 

I know from some of the things that I have al- 
ready heard your members say that they propose to 
view and to study actual economic conditions. 
This is certainly a wise plan, for it would not be 


of much use for you to go around and visit the 
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various industries if you had not some means of 
judging whether or not the conditions you saw 
were good, nor would your interest avail you 
much unless you know how to remedy what is 
wrong. I believe that the study of practical and 
scientific economics will appeal to you and you 
will find it most interesting and fascinating. 

Some have said to me that they thought, per- 
haps, the working girls would not be appreciative 
of what is known as welfare work. Personally I 
am in favor of accepting the best conditions of work 
an employer is willing to offer me. He can not 
make my wages too high or surroundings too pleas- 
ant to suit me. The better he makes them, the 
better work I will do for him. I think that is the 
position of those who look at welfare work reason- 
ably. But I do admit this, there are a great many 
wage- workers whofeel a certain senseof pride and 
independence; they don’t wish to be patronized. 
Welfare work should not be patronage. As I said, 
it is a good business proposition for the employer. 
If a man gives employes a well-lighted, clean 
factory, serves a hot lunch at a reasonable price, 
and pays good wages, and gives reasonable hours, 
that is good for the employerand brings him good 
returns. 

If the wives, the daughters, the sisters of large 
employers will exercise the same tact and courtesy 
toward the wage-workers that they do among 
ordinary social acquaintances, I think they will 
find a ready and appreciative response. 

I know that some of you, though new in this 
work, are very earnest and enthusiastic, and 
I ask you to keep your eyes open for the occa- 
sional talented girl among the workers. There is 
the occasional girl who has talent, perhaps genius, 
who hasa really artistic soul. You know it is 
likely to be crushed out of her in the factory or 
shop. Youcan do much for the one who is worthy 
of something far better than a factory or shop. To 
put even one soul on the road of finding what life 
really should mean—what greater good could 
you do? 

Then, too, there are so many average bright 
girls, who, if treated in a friendly and frank sort 
of way, will respond, and go about among their 
fellow-workers and help you to institute. welfare 
work in the way in which it will be most effective. 

To have the wife of an employer—I put it in that 
way as typical of your movement—the wife, sis- 
ter or daughter of the employer going into the 
factory or the shop and seeing for herself what 
the conditions are, and if they are not - what 
they should be, persuading the head of the firm 
to see that proper reforms are institute, and 
taking areal and kindly interest in the workers, 
is one of the dreams I long have cherished; I hope 
now to see it fulfilled. It will help those who 
give as well as those who receive. 

We area little too hard and commercial in all 
our manifestations of modern industry. Surely it 
is about time that the softer and more humane 
side of life should be touched upon. 

Then, too, there is this important phase of it, 
the working girls of today will be the mothers of 
the coming generation. We are looking to their 
children to uphold our institutions in the spirit 
in which they were founded and in which we 
hope to see them carried on. If there is some 
criticism today that the tendency is in the wrong 
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direction, the responsibility really rests with those 
who have the leisure, the intelligence and the 
ability to set things right. Of course, your wel- 
fare work is not identical with my own work as a 
trade unionist, but to me it seems that there could 
be nothing finer for the woman who has the leis- 
ure, the means and the opportunity, than to get 
outside of herself; to interest herself in other 
women less fortunately situated. 

I don’t know that I could, and indeed I have not 
the time to indicate to you all the various phases 
which your welfare work may take on. I am sure 
that you will find out those for yourselves. You 
will find in this work more attractive features than 
you had everexpected. I don’t know that I need 
to caution you about being carried away by fads, 
because I think women sensible enough to take up 
this line of work will not be given to too much 
emotionalism, but I have sometimes felt in refer- 
ence to various so-called reform movements that 
they degenerate into mere fads or empty senti- 
mentalism. But that caution is not necessary to wo- 
men who are level headed enough to see that the 
work ofself-help begins rightat home, right at your 
own door-step, in the factory, or the business in 
which you or your men folks are interested. 

I don’t think welfare work can gotoo far if con- 
ducted on proper lines. I don’t think it can do 
too much good, or is likely to do too much. I will 
say thison the part of the workers, that welfare 
work, no matter how generous and kindly in in- 
tention, should never attempt to deprive the 
workers of a certain independence which belongs 
tothem. A clean, beautiful, well-ventilated fac- 
tory, with modern improvements, should not be 
made to take the place of good wages and reason- 
able hours. Wages should not be charged to the 
welfare account, so to speak. That has been done 
occasionally by those who were not wise in their 
method of going about it. 

In your study of economics, which I am certain 
you will soon undertake if you have not already 
done so, you will find yourselves agreeing with 
me, that the ‘prevailing union rate’ of wages is 
none too great for any worker, whatever his skill 
or trade, because the workers are entitled to have 
sufficient earnings to expend in a fair way of living, 
and employers should add much more for special 
skill. Wage-workers are entitled to comfortable 
homes. They wish to educate their children. 
Finally, I should say that welfare work most em- 

hatically, should not be a bar to the trade organ- 
ization of the workers. It should encourage and 
supplement the work of trade organization. 

You will find when you come to investigate, that 
there is not as much organization among working- 
women as there should be. One reason for that 
is that girls who work do not expect to stay long, 
in factory orshop. They expect to be married 
soon, and have homes of theirown. They do not 
take the interest in organization that men do, who 
expect to stay in an industry during their whole 
life. I am sure, as your work progresses, you will 
find the unions among the workers one of the most 
helpful and hopeful indications of progress. 

I wish to personally assure you of my deep in- 
terest in the work you are so earnestly undertaking, 
and my hope it will be quite as successful as you 
expect, and that its influence for good will be felt 
in every industry and every city in the country.”’

FROM INTERNATIONAL OFFICERS. 


Car Workers. 


G. W. Gibson.—Employment has been fairly 
steady and our prospects are good for the summer. 
A new union was recently formed at Maybrook, 
N. Y. Our membership is increasing. Our mem- 
bers in the employ of the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road are resisting an attempt to introduce the 
piece-work system. 


Cement Workers. 


Henry Uliner.—Our members are getting to- 
gether and devoting their time to building up the 
union. We are putting our trade in good shape. 
No troubles to report at this date. 


Commercial Telegraphers. 


Wesley Russell —We are reorganizing our trade, 
as the recent strike scattered our members through 
various parts of the country. The enforcement of 
the nine hour law for railroad operators will prac- 
tically give every one of our unemployed members 
a position. If our strength and the industrial con- 
ditions justify such action, we expect to ask the 
telegraph companies for an advance this summer. 
It is reported that the companies are reducing sal- 
aries of those who took the places of union men 
during the recent strike. 


Elevator Constructors. 


Vm. Young.—Trade has been dull during the 
winter, but we look for improvement as spring 
Opens, We intend to oppose the open shop propo- 
siton to the utmost. Our membership is in- 
creasing. 


Engineers (Steam). 

R. A. McKee.—Our membership is still grow- 
ing. New unions have been formed in Lawrence, 
Mass.; Toronto, Ont.; Providence, R. I., and Beau- 
mont, Tex. 


Firemen (Stationary). 


C. L. Shamp.—We have been devoting much 
time to organization and have started unions since 
last report in the following places: Portsmouth, 
N. H.; Denver, Colo.; Beaumont and Port Arthur, 
Tex.; Huntington, Mass. 


Foundry Employes. 
Geo. Bechtold.—Owing to the slack conditions 


_ prevailing throughout the country, and especially 


in our line of work, only a few of our local unions 
have done any active work recently in organiza- 
tion. Fully three-fifths of our membership is out 
of employment at the present time, and in some 
localities the ratio is even greater than that. We 
hope that some relief will be afforded our unem- 
ployed in the very near future. 


Hatters. - 
Martin Lawlor.—Trade conditions are rather 
slack at this time. We have paid out 11 death ben- 
efits during the month. 


Hotel and Restaurant Employes. 

Jere L. Sullivan.—Our members are cultivating 
self-confidence, with the result that they are pro- 
ducing excellent results, and despite discouraging 
trade conditions are maintaining their unions. 
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Continual hustling makes our unions thrive and 
prosper. We are still growing. We are now di- 
recting our efforts to get one day off in seven. It 
will take some time to educate our members to 
understand that seven days a week are unneces- 
sary; they have been doing the seven-day week 
all their lives, and seem to accept it as the best 
they can get. We know different, and propose to 
try and getthem home one day a week. Our mem- 
bers in San Francisco, with one exception, have 
successfully resisted all wage reductions. An in- 
junction was issued in San Francisco which only 
had the effect of more firmly uniting the union 
members in their efforts to maintain their wage 
scale. The following unions were organized re- 
cently: New York City; Denver, Colo.; Taunton, 
Mass.; Los Angeles, Cal.; Lead City, S. D.; Galt, 
Preston, and Hespler, Ont.; Providence, R. L.; 
Rhinelander, Wis.; Vallejo, Cal.; Litchfield, IIl.; 
Lebanon, Pa.; and Centralia, Wash. 


Knife Grinders. 
John F. Gleason.—Trade conditions are improv- 


ing in our line. Have nothing new to report at 
this date as to hours or wages. 


Machine Printers and Color Mixers. 


Chas. McCrory.—Our trade has been very brisk, 
considering the general complaint of dullness in 
other industries. Our members are working in 
harmony for the good of all. 

Musicians. 

Owen Miller.—Since last report we have organ- 
ized unions at the following places: Brantford, 
Ont.; Shenandoah, Pa.; Pekin, Ill.; Mulberry, 
Kans.; Du Bois, Pa.; Pittsburgh, Pa.; York, Pa.; 
White Plains, N. Y.; Moose Jaw, Canada; Phoe- 
nixville, Pa. The various unions show a com- 
mendable spirit and keep well paid up in their 
dues. 

Maintenance-of-Way Employes. 

A. B. Lowe, Grand President.—Railway service, 
generally speaking, has been dull for some time 
past and a number of men have been laid off. On 
the unorganized roads there has been wage reduc- 
tions throughout. In some cases the unionized 
workers have been called to confer on a proposed 
reduction on scheduled roads, but none have taken 
place. 


FROM DISTRICT, STATE, 


ALABAMA. 


Birmingham.—Jas. B. Drake: 

The workers are going into politics and have 
already organized a movement in that direction. 
Employment has not yet resumed its normal state. 
The unorganized workers are in poor shape. They 
have suffered wage reductions of from 10 to 25 per 
cent. With the exception of miners we have had 
no strike for some time. Miners resisted the 
breaking of the wage agreement by the Alabama 
Consolidated Coal Co. Clerks and cement work- 
ers have organizers of their craft doing good work. 


Mobile.—Chas. Sturtevant: 
Organized labor in fairly good shape and em- 
ployment is fairly steady. Union men secure 
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Post Office Clerks. 


Geo. F. Pfeiffer.—During the past few months a 
systematic plan has been perfected for carrying on 
our work of organizing. National Organizer H. J. 
Caveny, of San Francisco, one of the most expe- 
rienced and successful workers in the ranks of the 
post office clerks, is at the helm and directing the 
work, Practical results are already being obtained 
from this systematic campaign. There is a stead- 
ily increasing interest in the movement through- 
out the country. New locals have been organized 
during the past month at McAlester, Okla.; Ossin- 
ing, N. Y.; Red Bank, N. J.; Elizabeth City, N.C.; 
Anderson, S.C. The year 1908 bids fair to bea 
prosperous one for this organization. 


Paving Cutters. 


John Sheret.—There is a strong tendency in our 
ranks toward the eight hour workday. At the 
present time our constitution provides for the nine 
hour day, but also contains a clause to the effect 
that after May 1, 1909, the hours of labor shall not 
exceed eight hours. We expect that about 50 per 
cent of the shops will be operating the eight hour 
workday when this change becomes effective. We 
have no strikes or other troubles to report. 


Slate Workers. 


Thomas Palmer:—At this writing trade condi- 
tions are dull, but we have prospects for steady 
employment in the spring and summer. Strike 
for nine hour day at Fair Haven, Vt.,is stillon. A 
new union has been formed at Delta, Pa. 


Theatrical Stage Employes. 


Lee M. Hart.—Trade conditions good in the 
large cities, but not in the smaller towns. We 
have not one idle member in any city. We con- 
template the thorough organization of every city 
where four performances are given weekly for forty 
weeks and where there are seven or more practical 
theatrical stage employes. Our Detroit, Mich., 
local won strike for recognition of union and wage 
scale. This struggle had been waged seven years. 


Wood Carvers. 


John S. Henry.—Our Detroit local has secured 
the eight hour day. State of employment has 
been dull during the winter. We expended $450 
in death benefit during the month.

about twenty per cent higher wages than the un- 
organized. Bakers have a union under way. 

Selma.—George Harrison: 

Railroad shops and others have been working 
the eight hour day for only five daysa week. We 
are looking forward to improvement in the shape 
of steady employu.ent. A ladies’ auxiliary to the 
machinists’ union was organized during the month. 
Clerks are likely to organize before long. 


ARKANSAS. 


Midiand.—C. J. Acton: 

Organized labor making steady advance, and we 
are endeavoring to educate the unorganized work- 
ers to the true principles of unionism. Recently 
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two unions of mine workers affiliated with the 
state federation. 


CALIFORNIA. 


Los Angeles.—Arthur Hay and L. D. Biddle: 

Conditions here are not what they should be. 
There are a number of unemployed workers. The 
locked-out tailors are holding their own and ase 
sure to win. Mass meetingsare being held. Vari- 
ous international organizers address these mass 
meetings. Barbers of Pasadena have organized. 


Vallejo.—]. B. Dale: 

Trade unions have so generally uplifted the con- 
ditions of the workers that even the unorganized 
are deriving benefit in many instances, although 
there can be no real comparison between the two 
classes. Retail clerks have secured better hours. 
Work on the collier Prometheus is progressing and 
the men are being paid good wages by the govern- 
ment. All union labels are vigorously pushed. 
Cooks’ and waiters’ union is in splendid condition 
and doing its part to further the interest of the la- 
bor movement. Theatrical stage employes and 
tailors are organizing. 


COLORADO. 


Denver.—Frank J. Pulver: 

Organized labor in fair condition. While there 
are some unemployed workers the unions are tak- 
ing care of their own membership. The unorgan- 
ized workers have suffered much reduction in 
wages. Employment is improving in the building 
trades lines. Laundry workers have secured nine 
hour day and their wage scale in 12 laundries. 
Five of the plants are working eight hour day. 
There is much agitation in regard to the eight 
hour day and women workers. In this we have 
the active co-operation of the women’s clubs. Or- 
ganized labor is holding its own. The city of 
Pueblo is feeding many unemployed, but authori- 
ties say they find no union men among them. 
Typographical union has organized its apprentices. 
A number of international organizers have formed 
unions here during the month. 


CONNECTICUT. 


Bristol.—Theodore West: 

Building trades are well organized, but there is 
need of unions among the workers in other lines. 
Carpenters are working eight hour day at $3 a day. 
Among the union men there is good demand for 
the union labels. 

Hartford.—James T. Mance: 

Reports from various unions show good progress 
considering the number of unemployed workers. 
The unions are holding their own in membership 
as well as in other respects. Horsenail works, 
which are strictly union, are running steadily. 
Organized labor in much better condition than the 
unorganized. Most of the union men are em- 
ployed. Laundry workers here have no organiza- 
tion and will try to get them in line. Glove work- 
ers, tobacco workers, and tip printers are particu- 
larly active in advertising their respective trade 
union labels. 


FLORIDA. 


Key West.—W. F. Maloney: 
Industrial conditions are improving. Carpen- 
ters after a strike of 48 hours unionized the ice 
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plant and cold storage plantin this city. Central 
labor union and a union of painters were organ- 
ized during the nfonth. A federal union is under 
way. 

St. Augustine.—John H. Pomar: 

Union men naturally secure far superior condi- 
tions over the unorganized classes. At this time 
of the year employment is unsteady. Have or- 
ganized one new union during the month. Good 
work is done for the union labels. 

Ybor City.—A. Sinerez: 

Organized trades secure good conditions. The 
majority of the cigarmakers are unorganized, and 
the manufacturers take advantage of their helpless 
state accordingly. At this time there is rumor of 
wage reduction among them. We find a great 
number of unemployed workers in the unorganized 
ranks. Box trimmers have formed union. Cigar 
factory employes are talking organization. Good 
work is done for the union labels. 


GEORGIA. 


Augusta.—B. F. McIntyre: 

We look for better employment as spring ap- 
proaches. Union men, because of their associated 
effort, secure fair working conditions, but the un- 
organized workers are in poor condition. Good 
work is done for the union labels. 


ILLINOIS. 


Aurora.—E. R. Davis: 

Organized labor held its own during the finan- 
cial flurry The unorganized workers on the other 
hand were cut in wages and in their helpless state 
they were unable to do anything but submit. Em- 
ployment generally has been pretty fair. Improve- 
ments in wages secured by union men have been 
through peaceful methods. Truck drivers are or- 
ganizing. Good demand for the union labels has 
been created through persistent agitation. 


Carrier Mills.—E. T. Davis: 

Union men are employed doing all the work 
there is to be done at this time. Employment has 
been slack during the winter. Organized labor 
has the advantage and gets better hours and wages 
than the unorganized workers. 

Chicago.—J. C. Colgan and W. W. McGary: 

General conditions here are good and employ- 
ment is fairly steady. No trade excepting the 
painters has made any move for new wage scale 
as yet. Painters scale is pending. Organized 
labor is well to the front as regards conditions and 
90 per cent better when compared with the un- 
organized. Organized labor throughout this sec- 
tion is much interested in the recent passage by 
the Illinois legislature of the direct primary law 
as it will give labor an opportunity of putting loyal 
candidates in the field, men who will truly repre- 
sent them. Straw and felt hat workers, meter 
setters and helpers and necktiemakers are organ- 
izing. 

Danville.—Clifford Reed: 

Industrial conditions are not so favorable as we 
could wish owing to lack of employment. Build- 
ing trades expect improvement when spring opens. 
We have bright prospects of organizing several 
new unions in the near future. The recent in- 
dustrial depression has brought the necessity of 
organization home to a number of the unorganized 
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workers. We are constantly agitating the union 


labels. 


Mattoon.—Clarence Krieg: 

Organized labor in fair shape, although some of 
the trades have not been steadily employed during 
the winter months. Some of the shops have been 
working eight hour day and five days a week. 
Good work is done for the union labels. The 
various unions are aiding the label work by a 
stereoptican and lecture at which the union labels 
will be displayed. Motormen and conductors are 
organizing. 

O' Fallon.—F. M. Evans: 

Organized trades enjoying fair conditions. We 
have had no strikes or troubles. We expect em- 
ployment to pick up as spring advances. 

Rockford.—C. E. Fritz and J. H. Hammond: 

Quite a number of men were out of employment 
during the winter, but we have better prospects 
for the spring. We are looking for a large in- 
crease in membership during the summer. Have 
organized one new union during the month. Have 
two new unions under way. Organized labor is 
always in the lead as regards improved working 
conditions. It is impossible for the unorganized 
classes to secure similar conditions. 

Pana.—John Castle: 

Almost all labor in this city is organized. About 
10 per cent of the workers remain outside of the 
union. All classes of labor increased wages during 
the past year. Have two new unions under way. 

Pinckneyville.—H. A. Taylor: 

Employment has been fairly steady. In some 
instances increased wage scales are contemplated 
this spring and we expect notrouble. Organized 
labor in this city in fairly good shape. We are 
forming a central trades council. 

Sparta.—S. W. Skelly: 

The unions in this city are in good shape. The 
workingmen are realizing that it is to their ad- 
vantage to purchase union-labeled goods, for they 
are certain of an article manufactured by unien 
men under sanitary union conditions. 

Streator.—Jas. M. Lynch: 

Considering the season of the year, the organized 
workers are in good shape. Unionists receive from 
$2 to $2.50 a day of eight hours, while the non- 
unionists work for 17/2 to 22 cents an hour and a 
ten hour day. Carpenters will keep the wages 
secured last year. Employment has been slack 
during the winter, and the city has been overrun 
with men seeking work. Garment workers and 
hodcarriers and building laborers have organized. 
Retail clerks are organizing. 

Tamaroa.—W. H. Johnston : 

The winter season naturally tied up some indus- 
tries, but we look for better employment as spring 
approaches. Carpenters are working for the eight- 
hour day. Organized labor is preferred by em- 
ployers. 

INDIANA. 

Redford.—Samuel Stevens : 

Everything has been quiet during the winter, 
but we look for improvement as spring advances 
We are doing all in our power to push the union 
labels to the front. 

Logansport.—O. P. Smith and Mrs. Dora Smith: 

Organized labor in good shape in this city. 
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Wage reductions have not affected the unions or 
union members. On the other hand, the unor. 
ganized workers were compelled to submit to 
wage reductions. Employment is improving and 
we look for a good spring. Organized labor is 
holding its own, while the unorganized workers 
are being exploited on all sides. Legislative and 
political action is now the subject of much discus- 
sion, and the workers are determined that they 
will no longer be ignored. Women’s label ieague 
has started a campaign for the union labels. Gar- 
ment workers and boilermakers are organizing. 
The work of organization is progressing. 

Madison.—Henry H. Humphrey: 

There is but little activity in any industry on ac- 
count of the industrial depression. What work is 
going on is done by the unionized workers, and the 
unorganized workers have simply no show at all. 
Union men are far in advance of the unorganized 
as regards conditions. Good work is done for the 
union labels. 


Marion.—Frank Barr: 

Organized labor in good shape. With the ex- 
ception of street-car men, who are on strike, 
nearly all organized trades are steadily employed. 
We are working hard tocreate a demand for union 
made goods. Recent events have not only justified 
but confirmed the assertion that the union label is 
the workers’ best protection. Theatrical stage 
employes and window glass workers have organ- 
ized during the month.

Organized labor 
has by far the best conditions. Labor organiza- 
tions are taking active part in politics. Parcel 
delivery drivers are organizing. 

Keokuk —John C. Karle: 

Things have practically been at a standstill in- 
dustrially during the winter, but we now look for 
improvement. The unions are exhibiting the union 
labels through the medium of a stereopticon, and 
we hope to make all familiar with them and thus 
increase their patronage. 

Waterloo.—E. G. Pullen: 

Organized labor in good shape, although a num- 
ber of trades have been working short time, espe- 
cially railroadshop men. We are planning a union 
label exhibit in connection with the labor day cel- 
ebration. There is good attention paid to all union 
labels. 


KANSAS. 

Neodesha.—H. A. Hostetter: 

Organized labor in good shape and maintaining 
their wage scales. The unorganized workers are 
demoralized and are working under any condition 
offered, but they do not seem to have the heart to 
organize. We are making a demand for the eight 
hour day and expect to secure the same the frst 
of May. 
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KENTUCKY. 


Louisville.—Charles Peetz and A. W. Foos: 

About sixty per cent of the workers are steadily 
employed. Union men are more steadily em- 
ployed and receive higher wages than the non- 
union workers. Prospects are bright for a good 
summer season. There is noticed a renewed agi- 
tation in the behalf of the union labels. Enamel- 
ers are organizing. 

Mayfield.- W. A. Roberts and,Clarence Boaz: 

Organized working conditions are steadily im- 
proving, although there is still room for improve- 
ment in the unorganized industries. The unions 
are as yet in their infancy in this section but are 
making some long strides for our benefit. The 
carpenters’ union has secured agreement for the 
ensuing year with nearly all the contractors, Gar- 
ment workers’ union is rapidly gaining in member- 
ship. Electrical workers and flour mill employes 
have formed unions. Have a federal union under 
way. The recent court proceedings against labor 
have aroused the workers generally, and we find 
the organizing work more readily understood and 
there is less prejudice against the principles of 
trade unionism. The people are waking up. Em- 
ployment is starting up and many of the mills are 
running full time. We are educating our mem- 
bers to ask always for the union labels. 


LOUISIANA. 


New Orleans.—J. E. Schroth: 
Considering the industrial depression, organized 
labor is in good condition. In some lines wages 


have been increased slightly. Stove cart drivers 
secured shorter workday and higher wages with- 


out strike. The union labels are advertised and 
are demanded by union men. Organizer Leonard 
and I are working to organize new unions and 
have several under way. I am addressing meet- 
ings with view to strengthening and educating 
our members in the principles of unionism. 


MAINE. 


Vinalhaven.—Winslow Roberts; 

Everything is quiet at this time. Employment 
has been unsteady during the winter months. Or- 
ganized trades in good shape. There is good de- 
mand for the union labels. 


MARYLAND. 


Cumberland.—-Oswald Weber: 

Organized labor in fair shape and holding its 
own. We have the following labor measures be- 
fore the house of delegates: eight hour law for 
miners, employers liability law, convict labor bill, 
and an anti-black list law. Check-weighman bill 
passed the House. Bartenders and stationary fire- 
men are organizing. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


2oston.—D. D’ Alessandro: 

Organized workers are progressing far ahead of 
the unorganized. The unionized workers have 
enjoyed steady employment. Two new unions 
which we expect to organize will embrace large 
membership. 

Cembridge.—Harry W. Joel: 

Organized labor in good shape, but the un- 
Organized are in poor condition and work 10 hour 

\ 
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day. Carpenters’ union won strike against reduc- 
tion in wages. Building laborers, meat cutters 
and hodcarriers are organizing. Good union 
label work is done in this section. 

Fall River.—Matthew J. Maloney: 

The unorganized workers are falling in line. 
Present conditions tend to accentuate the neces- 
sity for concentrated effort. Organized working 
conditions far surpass the unorganized. The 
spinners recently celebrated their golden anni- 
versary. Loom fixers burned a $50,000, mortgage 
on their labor temple. Steady progress is shown in 
the work for the union labels. Teamsters have 
formed union. 

Milford.—Patrick J. Dacey: 

Nearly all organized trades have gained the eight 
hour day and enjoy fair wages. Employment has 
not been steady during the winter. The unor- 
ganized workers have long hours (never less than 
10 a day), and low wages. Have several new 
unions under way. Committee from the central 
labor union is always looking after the union 
labels. 

Newburyport.—T. P. B. Houghton : 

Carpenters, painters, masons, molders, and mu- 
sicians are organized. The other industries as 
yet have no organization, and seem content to 
accept what is offered them without protest. Union 
men demand the union labels when purchasing. 

Pittsfield.—John B. Mickle : 

The unions here are pretty well organized, and 
are standing together solid. Press printers and 
street and electric railway employes have organ- 
ized. Employment has been unsteady during the 
winter months. 

Taunton.—Edward H. Farrell : 

Organized conditions are better than the unor- 
ganized, although there has been no recent im- 
provement in either wages or hours. No strikes 
or troubles to report. Taunton machine shops are 
advertising for help in the daily papers, when it is 
a well known fact that there are enough men and 
plenty to do the work. A law reducing the hours 
of women and children is pending in the legis- 
lature. Bartenders have organized with a mem- 
bership of 60. Laundry workers and women’s 
label league are being organized. The union labels 


‘are advocated and the union clerks are called for 


in the stores. 


MICHIGAN. 


Albion.—James Douglas: 

Employment has been steady, but the hours of 
labor have been reduced and some of the workers 
have had barely enough for existence. 

Bay Gity.—Fred. W. Young: 

Organized labor has succeeded in holding its 
own much better than the unorganized. Business 
is becoming brighter now and we look for great 
improvement in short time. The unions are tak- 
ing active interest in politics and a number of op- 
ponents of labor are sure to be defeated. 


MISSOURI. 


Kansas City.—John T. Smith: 

Realizing that the organized workers would re- 
sist wage reductions to the utmost, employers 
have refrained from attempts to reduce their 
wages, but among the unorganized workers wage 
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reductions have happened, as a matter of course, 
and they have accepted them. We are building 
addition to our labor temple. Union label league 
is doing good work for the union labels. 


MONTANA. 

Helena.—Howard O. Smith: 

All trades are well organized with the exception 
of the butchers and clerks, and we hope to have 
them in line shortly. The unorganized workers 
do not receive the same wages or hours that the 
union men do. The unskilled workers comprise 
the main part of the unorganized class. We hope 
to educate them up to union standard and get 
them in line ina federal union, The season has 
been exceptionaily open and the building trades 
consequently have enjoyed steady employment. 
Nearly all mechanics are working the eight hour 
day. Bartenders have taken stand for a nine and 
half hour workday instead of 12 hours aday. They 
anticipate no trouble. All union labels are being 
advertised. State federation is initiating a peti- 
tion for submission at next general election for the 
employers’ liability act and an act exempting labor 
unions from injunctions, also the initiative and 
referendum in this state. 

Livingston.—A, D. Peugh: 

Conditions in this section are fair considering 
the industrial depression. There are few workers 
in this section that are not organized. All unions 
have upheld their wages scales. Recent court 
decisions and legislation against organized labor 
generally has created sentiment among all the 
workers, which will cause them to go direct tothe 
ballot-box in their own interest at the next elec- 
tion. Women’s label league will be organized in 
the interest of union label work. Porters and 
tailors have unions under way. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE, 

Concord.—Chas. J. French: 

All trade unions are standing firmly together 
and in good shape. Condition of organized labor 
good. A fortnightly pay day has been inaugurated 
for the city laborers. Typographical union and 
wholesale and retail clerks’ are likely to organize 
shortly. 

NEW JERSEY. 


Elizabeth.—John Keyes: 

It is noticeable that the employers made no at- 
tempt to reduce wages as far as the union men 
were concerned, while the unorganized who were 
in no condition to resist wage reductions, were 
forced to accept them. Employment has been 
scarce during the winter months. We have a 
committee always to look after the union labels. 

Paterson.—James Matthews Paul Preen: 

Organized labor in fair condition. Most indus- 
tries have been dull during the winter. Coach and 
cab drivers have reorganized. Waiters, bartend- 
ers and silk workers are organizing. 

The Paterson unions are active and up to date. 
They have recently purchased a labor temple for 
headquarters for the organizations. Union men 
are demanding the union labels at all times. 


NEW YORK. 


Cohoes.—Theodore De Groat: 
During the es year all textile branches in- 
creased wages from 15 to 25 per cent as result of 
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strikes. All organized trades are working shorter 
hours at higher wages than any of the unorganized 
industries. The textile workers convention wil] 
be held here in October this year. Employment 
has been quiet during the winter. Meat cutters 
bakers, butchers, and weavers are organizing. 

Gloversville.—Geo. H. Pease: 

Conditions are not what they should be as em. 
ployment is unsteady during this part of the year, 
Typographical union secured advance in wage 
scale ranging from $2 to $2 50a week. This was 
secured the first of the year without strike. 

Jamestown.—Louis E. Ruden: 

Although the unorganized workers have felt the 
industrial depression, it is gratifying to see the 
union men in position to withstand it. With the 
exception of the carpenters all organized trades 
have been steadily employed. Our unions are 
making big gains in membership. Painters added 
53 new members at one meeting, and sheet metal 
workers gained 27 at one time. The unions are 
holding their own in splendid shape, while just 
the contrary is the case with the unorganized 
workers. For instance, the furniture workers 
were first reduced 15 per cent in wages, then laid 
off entirely. The unions are actively interested in 
the political issue and are taking part in the city 
election. Three aldermen and one candidate for 
mayor pledged themselves for organized labor, 
Prospects look bright for success. 

Liltle Falls.—Thos. J. Crowley: 

Organized labor in good shape and steadily em- 
ployed. Unorganized working conditions are 
very poor. There is fair demand for the union 
labels. 

Newburgh.—John Rothery: 

The spirit of unionism is strong in this city. 
There is strong agitation among the workers to 
resist wage reductions without strike. Employ- 
ment has been dull during the winter. We are 
getting out circulars advertising the hatters’ 
union label. On all hands we urge agitation for 
the union labels. 

New York.—Henry Berghane: 

Unionized workmen fared much better than the 
unorganized during the industrial depression. In 
the organized piano working industry we find the 
men enjoying steady employment, good wages, 
and satisfactory workday. In very few cases have 
the organized workers been subject to any attempt 
at wage reduction. Have two new unions under 
way, and these shops expect to adopt the union 
label for their products. 


Syracuse.—Robt. Kinney: 

The union men have much better chances for 
steady employment during a dull season than do 
the unorganized men. Several labor measures are 
before the legislature. We have a case of the 
eight hour law violation on trial and expect favor- 
able decision. Weare building up a strong union 
label league. 

Yonkers.—John T. Windell: 

The trades are pretty well organized. Have sev- 
eral new unions under way. Printers secure: a 
10 per cent advance in wages the first of Febru- 
ary, with a two years’ contract which provides for 
increase in wages next year. The largest depart- 
ment store in the city refused to handle a certain 
firm’s products as they were not union made.

NORTH CAROLINA. 

Raleigh.—J. T. Miller: 

A great number of the unorganized workers, 
seeing the advantages gained by organization, are 
coming in line. Organized trades have been stead- 
ily employed. Carpenters are contending for in- 
creased wages and shorter workday. With the 
exception of two localities, I find the organized 
workers in splendid condition throughout the 
state. Have two unions under way, one at Raleigh 
and the other at Elkins, N.C. The union labels 
are demanded. 

OHIO. 


Ashtabula.—Jas. P. Alicoate: 

All trade unions report business fair. Building 
and miscellaneous trades have been well employed 
whenever weather permitted. We have heard of 
no wage reductions in any of the organized trades. 
The unions are holding theirown. Recent court 
decisions are causing the workers to think more 
deeply on economic and political questions. We 
are interestedly watching the attitude of legisla- 
ture toward the various labor measures now before 
that body. Every union man demands the union 
labels and we urgethe purchaseof union made 
goods whenever possible. We are upbuilding 
and strengthening our unions all along the line. 

Ashtabula Harbor.—David English: 

About ninety per cent of the workers are organ- 
ized, and good conditions have been secured. Em- 
ployment has been unsteady during the winter. 

East Liverpool.—H. O. Allison: 

Organized labor through its activity and agita- 
tion is rapidly gaining new members. The pottery 
trade has been dull during the winter but now 
appears to be improving. Clerks union is nego- 
tiating for improved wage scale and better hours. 
The labor unions in connection with the trades 
council is making a strong fight for the passage of 
the initiative and referendum bill now before the 
House. We have also a bill to regulate the sale of 
natural gas. We hold open meetings in order to 
advertise the union labels and much interest is 
displayed. Porcelain workers and slipmakers 
have organized unions. 

East Palestine.—Geo. H. Allcorn: 

Employment has been slack during the winter 
but we look for improvement. The initiative and 
referendum bill passed the senate recently. We 


have a standing committee urging merchants to . 


handle goods bearing the union label. 

Fremont.—H. A. Smith: 

Organized trades in fair shape and fairly well 
employed. Union men are receiving higher wages 
than the non-unionists. Weare making renewed 
effort to place the union labels prominently before 
the public. Have three new unions under way and 
prospects are bright for their organization. 

Hamilton.—John F. Mayer: 

Organized labor in good shape, considering the 
slackness of industry all around. We have some 
favorable labor measures before the legislature, 
whose actions we are watching with interest. A 
committee is doing good work for the union 
labels. 

Middletown.—Henry W. Naegele: 

All crafts steadily employed with the exception 
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of carpenters aud bricklayers, who will find plenty 
to do when the season opens. Our town is rumored 
to be the busiest town in the state. Very few 
workers idle. Carpenters are presenting contract 
for the coming season and bid fair to secure it 
without trouble. The trades council has leased a 
hall for headquarters in this city. The union label 
committee is doing good work. 

Porismouth.—John T. Smith: 

Employment has been unsteady during the win- 
ter months. Several railroad companies are mak- 
ing 10 per cent reduction in wages. The child 
labor law passed the legislature and was signed 
by the governor during the month. Good work is 
done for the union labels. 

Sandusky.—Frederic A. Hammond: 

Skilled trades have been rather quiet during the 
winter. Unskilled labor about normal. Organ- 
ized labor receives much better wages than the 
unorganized. An injunction recently applied for 
was denied by the court. The above-men- 
tioned injunction was applied for by the Inter- 
state Ice Company, who presented their employes 
with a reduction of 15 per cent in wages. The 
men refused to accept the reduced wages and 
struck. Men were imported to take their places, 
but when these men heard the side of the union 
workmen they also refused towork. The company 
then applied for the injunction. Judge Reed de- 
nied the injunction on the ground that there had 
been no violence, no arrests by city officers for 
trespass, etc., and held that the men had a right 
to quit work and also to ask others to quit work 
for any reason they saw fit. The ice work is now 
suspended because of the spring thaw. Ourunion 
label committee is tending strictly to business 
and we urge the demand of all union labels. 

Tiffin.—S. D. Burford: 

Since my last report there has been slight im- 
provement in conditions here. One of the facto- 
ries which was working half time has now started 
full time schedule. The organized workers re- 
fuse to see that they can gain any advantage by 
accepting wage reductions, and are holding out 
firm in their convictions. Painters have had 
slight trouble in having their scale signed by the 
master painters, but we expect everything to be 
settled satisfactorily shortly. In the unorganized 
trades wages have been reduced from $1.75 to $1 50 
aday. There are yet quite a number of unem- 
ployed workers both skilled and unskilled. 


OKLAHOMA. 


Ardmore.—D. N. Ferguson : 

Organized labor in the best of condition. All 
trades working harmoniously together. Unorgan- 
ized laborers are working under great disadvantage. 
There has been no trouble and no strikes since the 
workers organized in this city. Everything is 
coming our way. We have the respect of all 
classes, the professions, and ouremployers. Union 
men are insisting on union-made, union-labeled 
goods. Stenographers, hodcarriers, and building 
laborers are organizing. 

Bartlesville.—Geo. McConnell: 

Industrial conditions are improving. Nearly 
every trade is organized. Preparations are being 
made for the formation of a central trades council. 
Employment is now steady. The increased wage 
scale of the carpenters has been postponed for 
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60 days pending financial troubles. The unions are 
growing stronger every day. The city council 
demands union labor on all work from contractors. 
Painters, plasterers, and a federal union have been 
formed during the month. Trades council and 
plumbers’ union are organizing. The union labels 
are always demanded. 

Shawnee.—E. A. Bowerman: 

Several trades are contemplating increased wage 
scales this spring. The unions have resisted all 
attempts to reduce wages, while, on the other hand, 
the unorganized workingmen have had to accept 
all wage cuts. We have several favorable measures 
before the legislature, and we feel confident they 
will pass. 


OREGON. 


Marshfield. —John Greenwood : 

We are opposing all attempts to circularize the 
country with booming letters which misrepresent 
conditions in this section. Employment has been 
unsteady, partly because of the season and also 
because of the general depression. The unions 
are maintaining our wage scale of $3.50 to $4 a 
day, while the unorganized workers are working 
for whatever they can get. Carpenters have the 


eight hour day with one or two exceptions. Retail 
clerks and painters have organized. Teamsters’ 
union and central body are being organized. 
Salem.—Harry M. Hill: 
Conditions are good for all trades.

Employment has been uncertain during the 
winter, the railroad industries particularlyso. We 
are working to place the union labels conspicuousiy 
before the public. 

Bangor.—Ambrose Dietz: 

The slate workers of this section are fairly well 
organized. There are bright prospects for steady 
employment in the near future. Condition of or- 
ganized labor is far better than the unorganized. 
Among the unorganized industries there has been 
slight reduction in wages, while the union men 
have maintained their wage scales.

Organized trades in good shape and holding 
their own against all attempts at wage reduction. 
The unorganized have been compelled to accept

There has been little activity in any line this 
winter, but we look for improvement in short time. 
All union men demand the union labels when pur- 
chasing.

The skilled trades are pretty well organized. 
Wages are about fifteen per cent higher for union 
men than for the non-unionists. Barbers and re- 
tail clerks are organizing. Weare promoting all 
union labels. 

Thurber.—C. L. Lightfoot: 

Nearly every workingman here belongs to some 
union. Very few non-union workers here, and few 
of them are employed. Organized labor has great 
advantage over the unorganized. 

WISCONSIN. 

Appleton.—Geo. J. Schneider: 

Organized labor in good shape, but the un- 
organized have poor conditions. Railroad tele- 
graphers secured eight hour day the first of the 
year. Papermakers in Merrill organized during 
the month. Papermakers at Tomahawk, Wausau, 
and Port Edwards, have unions under way. There 
is a general agitation carried on for the benefit of 


_ the union labels. 


Manitowoc.—G. H. Thompson: 

Organized workers in fair shape. Executive 
committee of the unions met with the improve- 
ment committee of the city asking them to take 
up all possible city work for the benefit of the un- 
employed. 





DOMINION NOTES. 


. ‘amilton, Ont.—Hugh Robinson: 

There is a growing desire on the part of organized 
tection. 
The unions are assisting financially and otherwise 
all kindred organizations to withstand any attempt 
at wage reduction. Upholsterers in Guelph are fight- 
Inga 40 per cent cut and are receiving splendid 


labor to draw closer together for mutual 


support from all sister organizations. Kingston 
tailors’ strike has been settled after five months 
duration. The scale of prices granted gives them 
fifteen per cent increase, also the nine hour day. 
Wherever organized labor is found higher wages 
and theshorter workday prevails. Hamilton street 
railway employes’ union has appealed to the 
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government to investigate their grievance against 
thecompany’s tyranny and oppression,in order to 
have the same settled by arbitration. The govern- 
ment has decided to increase the wages of mail 
carriers. The cities have taken steps to provide 
employment for the unemployed workers during 
the winter. Am in correspondence with a number 
of places with view to organization. 

Montreal.—Jos. Ainey: 

Employment has been uncertain during the 
winter months. Elevator constructors have organ- 
ized union during the month. 

Moosejaw.—Ed. Stephenson: 

Civic authorities throughout Canada have been 
compelled to provide work for the unusual num- 
ber of unemployed. The Ottawa government re- 
quires immigrants to be possessed of sufficient 
money for their support until the opening of sum- 
mer, and claims to discourage all but farm and rail- 
way construction laborers and domestics. The soft 
coal miners in the southern part of the province 
are organizing, but are meeting with unfair oppo- 
sition with some of the mine owners. Moosejaw 
musicians’ union adopted a uniform scale, 
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increasing their wages. The unorganized workers 
have been utterly demoralized by the industria] 
depression and are experiencing much hardship, 
while the unionists maintain their wages, work 
more time, receive better treatment, and command 
respect. Reports of the official correspondents to 
the Labor Gazette, published by the Dominion 
government, we regard as unfaithful and incom- 
plete, and many objections have been made by the 
unionists to the authorities. Musicians of Moose- 
jaw, teamsters of Roche Percee, and miners of 

aylorton have organized. Have a number of 
trades in sight, which we expect to get in line 


soon. 
PORTO RICO. 


San Juan,—Santiago Iglesias : 

The condition of organized labor gives some 
cause forsatisfaction to the workers. Sugar work- 
ers have been steadily employed. Governor of 
Porto Rico has recommended to the legislature 
alaw creating a labor bureau on the island. 
Hodcarriers of San Juan have formed union. Rail- 
road workers and street-car employes have unions 
under way. 








GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y. 
Editor AMERICAN FEDERATIONIST: 

The bulletin of the Department of Labor of the 
state of New York, recently issued, shows a great 
improvement in the conditions of labor in New 
York state. ‘ 

At the end of September, 1907, there was in the 
aggregate 437,092 members of organized labor, the 
largest membership yet attained in this state, it 
shows an increase over the total in March of the 
same year of more than 22,000 and over the 
number in September of the previous year of 
38,000, 

In September, 1902, there were 100,000 union 
men in New York, comprising 185 trade unions. 
This shows an increase since 1902. of 337,092. 

These figures express the sentiments of the labor- 
ing class of people, despite contradictory state- 
ments, and shows that the people are rallying to 
the standard of unionism despite the many obsta- 
cles that are placed to impede the upward march 


of organized labor. ; 
As the world grows wiser, the workers also pro- 
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gress in wisdom, and they are beginning to learn 
the lesson taught us by the thirteen states, ‘‘That 
in unity there is strength.” 

Now, how long will it be before they learn that 
they must concentrate their efforts on election 
day, as well as Labor Day? 

In New York state, at the election held Novem- 
ber 8, 1906, these men, some 400,000 strong, showed 
to the world what they could accomplish when 
acting in unison by electing several union men to 
office, and our present national Congress contains 
four adherents of unionism. 

Before long there will be another election and 
we should, to a man, use every honorable method 
to defeat those who in the past have used their 
own means as well as federal patronage to coerce 
the efforts of organized labor to obtain that to 
which they are justly entitled—justice. 

We have made a noble record in the past few 
years and now let us continue the good work with 
courage and fortitude, notwithstanding the over- 
whelming odds and numerous factions of our 
antagonists. CHAUNCEY THAYER.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20, 1908. 
To State Branches and Central Bodies. 

DEAR SIR AND BROTHER: Among other matters which 
received the consideration of the Norfolk convention of 
the American Federation of Labor was the subject 
affecting the child labor laws in the various states of the 
union. This matter was discussed at considerable length 
and resulted in the adoption of a resolution as follows: 

“ WHEREAS, We believe the time is expedient when 
some definite action should be taken by the American 
Federation of Labor for the abolition of child labor in 
the several states, therefore 

“Resolved,That we urge upon the legislative committee 
of the various state organizations the necessity of mak- 
ing an aggressive agitation in their respective state legis- 
latures for the enactment of laws abolishing child labor 
where such a law does not now exist.” 

To the organized labor movement of the country is due 
the credit of the first agitation in the first work for the 
enac! ment of laws restricting the employmentof women 
and children. 

Itrast you will take this matter up at the earliest pos- 
sible moment with the other officers of your state federa- 
tion of labor, to the end that this subject-matter may 
receive the earliest attention possible, and thereby carry 
Outthe letter and spirit of the humane action of the 
Norfolk convention. 

The Norfolk convention further adopted the following: 

“We therefore recommend that the matter of co-oper- 
ation with the American Society of Equity, in the 
establishment of Equity Exchanges, be referred to the 


various state and city central bodies for investigation 
and action.” 

This matter also should receive the very careful and 
prompt action of your organization. 

The convention also recommended that the various 
state branches throughout the country should continue 
their co-operation and assistance in the departmental in- 
vestigation of hours of labor—that is, to use every possible 
effort to have the state legislatures enact laws requiring 
manufacturers to give to the Department of Commerce 
and Labor and to the labor departments of their respect- 
ive states all data pertaining to the hours of labor, 
wages, and other working conditions, which these de- 
partments may deem necessary in the execution of their 
duties, experience having shown that the present laws 
in this direction are not sufficiently stringent. 

It was decided by the Norfolk convention that the 
union label bulletins, now atthe oeadquarters of the 
American Federation of Labor, should distributed 
free to the affiliated central bodies. in conformity 
Gagsoween, these bulletins will be sent out at an early 

ate. 


The Executive Council, to which was referred Resolu- 
tion No, 23 of the convention, directed that everything 
within our power be done to assist the Retail Clerss’ In- 
ternational Protective Association in its campaign for 
the betterment of conditions of the female workers em- 
ployed in the retail stores througuout the country, and 
theestabiishment of the $9 a week minimum wage. It 
is also earnestly urged that your organization shall ren- 
po - ey assistance within your power inthis splendid 
effort. 

On May 8, 1907, I wroteto you requesting you to send 
me copies of the ordinances and iaws of the several 
states which you could obtain, providing for the protec- 
tion of the liieof workmen in constructing works and 
buildings, to give, as far as you knew and could, the ex- 
periences of the violations of jaw, the present general 
conditions of your state, or any state of the union. 

Quite a number of replies were received from this cir- 
cular, but those organizations which have not thus re- 
plied will please do so at their earliest convenience. 

At the Norfolk convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the Executive Council submitted a 
report upon this subject as follows: 

“The last convention directed that we make an inves- 
tigation relative to evasion and disregard of the laws of 
the states and city ordinances relative to the protection 
of human life, of men engaged in constructive work on 
buildings, and to have prepared a billin statutory form 
to cover all states and territories with a view to obtain 
simultaneous enactment of a law in every state, terri- 
tory, possession, or dependency of the United States, for 
the protection of human life and limb; and that a 
further investigation be made regarding the so-called 
‘casualty companies,’ whether these companies are en- 
gaged in such operations ‘which tend to defeat the ends 
ot justice and proper protection of human life.’ 

“In conformity with your instructions we have 
endeavored to cullect from every available source in- 
formation relative to these matters We have secured 
considerable interesting and valuable data, but itis 
incomplete. The Executive Council should continue 
making further investigation so as to be ina position 
whereby your instructions and purposes may be carried 
into effect.” 

The convention directed that the Executive Council 
should complete the compilation of this data, and I am 
therefore again writing you to request that you forward 
the above information at your earliest convenience. 

Existing conditions demand that every effort be put 
forth by our fellow-unionists to more thoroughly organ- 
ize oe 7 unorganized workers; that they may be 
benefit by the beneficent influence of associated 
effort. Now, more than ever, is it necessary for labor to 
be organized, united and federated, so that the interests 
of all may be protected and promo Let it be clearly 
understood by all that the toilers are not responsible for 
existing financial difficulties, and will not be made the 
victims of the attempt at industrial depression; that 
wage reductions will be resisted by every lawful means 
at our command and that the reasonable demands 
which labor makes for congressional and legislative 
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relief for the redress of wrongs which are practiced, and 
to attain the rights to whicn they are entitled will go FINANCIAL STATEMENT.

In reference to 
DECEPTIVE PUBLICATIONS. 


A number of souvenir books have been published in which the name of the American Federation 
of Labor has been used without authority or sanction of any kind from either the American Federation 
of Labor or its officers. The good name of our movement is thereby impaired, the interests of our 
fellow-workers injured, and fair-minded business men imposed upon and deceived. During the year we 
have endeavored to impress upon all that the only publication in which advertisements are received is 
our official monthly magazine, the AMERICAN FEDERATIONIST ; and we have also endeavored to influence 
4 more straightforward course by those who have transgressed in the direction indicated. In this 
particular we have not been as successful as we should be pleased to be enabled to report to you. How- 
ever, we are more concerned with the future than the past; and in order to be helpful in ‘aiatnsting 
this cause of grievous complaint, we make the following recommendations : 

Fine Ehet we shall insist that no body of organized labor, nor shall any person issue a souvenir 
book pane that such book or any other publication is issued for or on behalf of the American Federation 


of Labo: 

Second—That any city chosen by a convention of the American Federation of Labor to hold the 
convention following shall not directly or indirectly through its Central Labor Union or otherwise issue 
s souvenir book claiming that such book is issued for or on behalf of the American Federation of Labor. 

Third—That in the event of any such souvenir book being projected or about to be issued, directly 
or indirectly, by the Central Labor body i in the city in which the convention was selected to be held, in 
violation of the letter and spirit of these recommendations, the Executive Council may change the city 
in which the convention is to be held to the one which received the next highest number of votes for 
that honor. 

Fourth—That the Executive Council is hereby directed to prosecute any person or persons in th. 
courts y o shall in any way issue souvenir books, directories or other publications in which the name of 
the Ame: an Federation of Labor is used as publisher, owner or beneficiary. 

Fifi. —That it be again emphasized that the AMERICAN FEDERATIONIST 15 the official monthly maga- 
sine ofthe wmerican Federation of Labor, and is the only publication in which advertisements are received,
